Vasudeva's son, the god, who crushed Kansa and Chanura. | 
salute Krishna, the supreme delight of Devakt, the spiritual 
master of the universe. 


Who has been able to interpret the Bhagavad Gita 
completely and correctly till date? Because the Gita is an 
ocean of knowledge. It is a storehouse of inexhaustible 
knowledge. | believe that visionaries and great scholars have 
understood it, but have failed to explain it properly. Still, this 
is my attempt; perhaps you will be able to understand my 
feelings to some extent. 


Lord Shri Krishna; At the end of the Gita sermon, he says to 
Arjun (= to all human beings in the world), | am now telling 
you something even more confidential than the most 
confidential, this is the essence of the entire Gita, the 
essence of the entire Gita, consider the entire Gita merged 
into one drop of nectar. ; That is - (The word 'Ati Ghumya’' has 
been used only once in the entire Gita; THE MOST SECRET 
AMONG ALL THE SECRETS) - 'You do not need to do 
anything else. 


You just leave the refuge of all religions and take refuge in 
me (take refuge in God), your welfare is then assured. All 
your sins will be destroyed like Black night - Nisha when the 
sun rises in the morning; ending happens automatically] | 
will also take care of your welfare there. You be relaxed. 
There is no need for you to do anything else. 


| will do everything for you. You will never again have to 
suffer the pain and suffering of birth and death. Your eternal 
life will be blissful. Keep performing all your actions without 
any expectation and dedicate all your actions to me, dedicate 
all your actions to me saying - “Krishnaarpan”. You will 
definitely be blessed, this is my vow. 


Like in a king's palace, if someone thieve too Shelter Even if 
he takes it, he remains relaxed., Then, what about 
gentlemen? 


Special teachings of Bhagavad Gita : 


Here, Shri Ramsukhdas Ji Maharaj wants to say a very 
important thing. That is; 


The essence of the four Vedas is the Upanishads, the 
essence of the Upanishads is the Bhagavad Gita and the 
essence of the entire Bhagavad Gita is only ‘surrender’. 
Surrender to God is done only once, and once for all, not 


again and again. "This oil is not offered to a virgin girl again 
and again". A virgin girl gets married only once in her life, not 
again and again. 


By the way, there are three ways to attain God; Karmayoga, 
Gyanyoga and Premyoga or Bhaktiyoga. 


When a man dedicates himself to the world while performing 
selfless work and actions, he is called a Karmayogi. When a 
man detaches himself from the world, gets absorbed in 
eternal bliss, the ‘self’, then he is called a Gyanyogi and 
when he surrenders himself to the feet of God by performing 
selfless devotion, accepts the refuge of God willingly, 
completely, then he is called a devotee , Bhakt or 
Premayogi. 


The path of Karmayogi and Gyanyogi is the karma-pradhan 
path and the path of Bhakta or Premyogi is the 
bhaav-pradhan path, here the devotee does not need to do 
any special karma, except - self-surrender. Here God takes 
complete care of his devotee, he remains worry-free and 
stress-free. Since the devotee is completely dependent on 
God, he no longer has any responsibility for himself. Because 
God himself takes the burden and welfare of the devotee. 
(See - Prahlad, Dhruv etc.) 


How are Karmayogi and GyanYogi, how are Premyogi - 
Bhakt? A good example of this has been given by Shri 
Ramakrishna Paramhans Ji. He says; Karma Yogi and Gyan 
Yogi are like the babies of monkeys, who are clinging to their 
mother with their own hands. When the mother monkey 
jumps from one tree to another, then there is always a fear of 
these babies falling. As it is said - The path of 'GYAN MARGI' 
is like walking on the edge of a sword. In this, the fear of the 
downfall of the ‘Gyani’ is always there. 


But, the loving devotees are like the babies of a cat. Totally 
safe in their mother’s care . They always remain dependent 
on their mother cat. Their mother takes them from one place 
to another with complete safety. Therefore, they do not have 
the fear of falling anywhere. Because these kittens are 
completely dependent on their mother. 


What is this Bhagavat Sharanagati, which lord emphasizes 
a lot , is the foremost important and final advice to Atjun and 
to all the world’s people by Lord shri krishna ? If explained in 
a more easy way then; 


Our body is like a nation. The 72 thousand small and big 
nerves present in it are equal to the population of our nation. 
Since time immemorial, we have been controlled by the 
majority votes of all these 15 types of ministers of our five 
Mahabhutas; Earth, Water, Fire, Air, Sky; Five sense organs 
and Five organs of action. Because since time immemorial, 
we are like a republic state and the Prime Minister in the form 
of mind has to run our nation body with the majority votes of 
all these sense organs. 


For example; if a student's sense of intellect tells him that it is 
necessary to go to college today, he has to listen to a lecture. 
Then his sense of sight and hearing tells him that no, a new 
movie has been released, today we will go to the cinema and 
have fun. There is college tomorrow too. And all the other 
sense organs make the majority of this sense of sight be 
done, and that student leaves his purpose of study and goes 
to watch the movie. This is an example of majority votes of 
sense organs, which is decisive. 


Due to which we are repeatedly getting into the bondage of 
birth and death, immense sorrow , grief and mental pain 
etc.,Inspite of worthy advice given frequently by , our 
‘Principal Secretary’ the - INTELLIGENCE (Buddhi ). 


What has happened has happened. The time that has 
passed will not come back, but now we should become alert. 


Now we must pass a special mental resolution bill and 
completely end, suspend and demolish the republic of 
senses that has been going on since eternity in our body-like 
nation, forever. A no-confidence motion bill must be passed 
on the uncontrolled and destructive behavior of the senses. 
The republic of senses must be uprooted. In its place, the 
‘President's rule’ in the form of the soul must be implemented 
forcefully. This will end the arbitrariness of all the senses and 
the king of these senses - "mind" will only become an 
assistant to the running government. 


Because the King of the Republic - the Prime Minister - ‘Mind! 
and its advisors / ministers in the form of senses ; are selfish, 
lustful and foolish who have been temporarily giving us less 
happiness and more pain and_ suffering since time 
immemorial. Whereas the President of our body like nation ; 
in the form of our soul ( jeevatma ), is an integral part of the 
Supreme Father, Supreme Soul, Almighty God; and is the 
embodiment of happiness , well-being , a peaceful , calm , 
monotonous & an expert administrator. 


In simple words, we have to reject the republican rule of the 
senses and their king/prime minister - the mind, which has 
been going on for eternity in our body-like nation, and to 
implement the 'President's Rule’ in place of ; who is in the 
form of the pure and our holy soul. The mind is bound to the 
world and our soul is bound to the Supreme Soul - God 
eternally. This will result in us coming to the best principle of 
the Bhagavad Gita - 'Surrender’. 


The merciful Lord has given us such a big offer, but till now 
we have not paid any attention to it, being engrossed in the 
greed of the mind and the senses. That big offer is - 'Come to 


my refuge, | will free you from all your sins, | will give you 
eternal bliss, abode and peace. 


Look at the proposal of the Lord, how good it is - 'When you 
take refuge in me, that is, when you abolish the republic of 
the senses, reject it and accept the ‘presidential rule’ of my 
soul, then all your sins will be destroyed automatically. That 
is, whatever debt of sins has accumulated on your body-like 
nation since time immemorial, | will repay all your debt of sins 
from my divine world bank. Whatever sins you have been 
committing since eternity, | will repay them in a moment. By 
taking refuge in me you will become completely sinless. This 
is my vow. No debtor (misfortune) will come to you again. You 
will become completely my form. O foolish creature, what 
else do you want! 


The reason for man's repeated births and deaths is the sins 
and good deeds accumulated over his infinite births. If a man 
wants to destroy all the sins accumulated over eternity on his 
own strength, it is impossible to do so even after thousands 
of births and many kalpas. Only by surrendering to God, all 
the sins get destroyed in a moment, like a dark house which 
has been desolate for thousands of years, becomes 
illuminated in a moment by lighting a lamp. 


That is why Lord Shrikrishna emphasized on the choice of 
bhaktiyog - 'sharanagati’ .Hence , it should be followed full 


heartedly.

INTRODUCTION 


Attainment of the Lord by renunciation 


Even while living in Grihastha Ashram, a person can attain 
God through renunciation. 'Sacrifice’ is the main means to 
attain God. Therefore, the symptoms of renunciation are 
written briefly by dividing them into seven categories: 


(1) Complete renunciation of forbidden actions- Not doing 
vile actions against the scriptures like theft, adultery, lying, 
deceit, coercion, violence, eating and negligence etc. with 
mind, speech and body in any way, this is the first category 
of renunciation. 


2) Renunciation of desirable actions-Not doing desirable 
actions such as sacrifice, charity, austerity and worship for 
the purpose of obtaining dear things like wife, son and 
wealth and for the purpose of relieving diseases and 
calamities*, this is the second category of renunciation. 


3) Complete renunciation of desires - To renounce the 
desire for increase of honour, glory, prestige, wife, son, 
wealth, etc., whatever temporary things one has received 
according to destiny, considering them as an obstacle to 
attaining God, is the third category of renunciation. 


(4) Renunciation of getting others to serve you for selfish 
reasons - 


To beg for money or services from anyone for one's own 
happiness and to accept the things given or the services 
done without any request and to have a desire to satisfy 
one's selfishness in any way, etc., to give up all those 
feelings of getting others to serve for one's own sake. *This 
is the fourth category of renunciation. 


(5) Complete renunciation of laziness and desire for fruit in 
all duties-- 

To renounce laziness and all kinds of desires in all the duties 
of devotion to God, worship of gods, service to parents and 
other teachers, sacrifice, charity, austerities and 
maintenance of the household by means of livelihood 
according to varnashrama and food and drink related to the 
body. 


a) Renunciation of laziness in devotion to God-- 


Considering it to be the supreme duty of one's life, to listen, 
meditate and read the mysterious story of the qualities, 
influence and love of the most merciful, kind hearted, most 
loving, inner God and without laziness, chant His most holy 
name with enthusiasm and meditation continuously. 


b) Renunciation of desires in devotion to God-- 


All the pleasures of this world and the next are fleeting, 
perishable and either should you pray to God nor have any 
desire in your mind for the attainment of any material thing, 
considering it to be an obstacle in the devotion of God, and 
even if any kind of crisis arises, not to pray to God for its 
relief, that is, to have such a feeling in the heart that even if 
you lose your life, you will be saved from this false life. 
Therefore, it is not appropriate to tarnish pure devotion. 


Like a devotee Pralhada, despite being tortured a lot by his 
father, did not pray to God for relief from his suffering. Even 
to those who do harm to you, “May God do harm to you! Do 
not curse with any kind of harsh words etc. and do not wish 
any harm in your mind. Do not give any blessing to anyone 
in the pride of devotion to God, such as * May God heal 
you', 'May God remove your sorrow', 'May God increase 
your life’ etc. 


Not writing sakaam words even in correspondence i.e. like 
‘Athe Uthe Shree Thakurji Sahay Chai’, 'Thakurji Sale 
Chalasi', ‘Thakurji Varsha Karsi', *Thakurji Aaram Karsi' etc. 
In Marwari society, sakaam words are often written in the 
form of praying to Thakurji for worldly things. , do not write 
‘Shri Paramatmadev is present everywhere in blissful form’, 
‘Shri Parame Dharka Bhajan is the essence’, etc., do not 
write useless auspicious words and apart from this, do not 
use useful words in any other way while writing or speaking 
etc. 


c) Giving up laziness and desires while worshiping the 
gods-- 


When the appointed time comes to worship the Gods who 
are worthy of worship as per the scriptures or as per the folk 
limits, then it is God's command to worship them and 
obeying God's orders is the ultimate duty, considering this, 
worship them enthusiastically as per the rituals and do not 
wish anything from them. 


For the purpose of worshiping God, do not write the word 
‘Sakam' in the cash and account books etc., i.e. on the day 
of new settlement in Marwari society or on the day of Deep 
Malika, worshiping Shri Lakshmi ji, ‘Shri Lakshmi ji Labh 
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Moklo Desi’, 'Bhandar Bharana Rakshi', '‘Riddhi-Siddhi 
Karsi', ‘Shri Kali ji's shelter’, Many useful words like 
‘Reliance on Shri Gadaji’ etc. are written, instead of writing 
‘Shri Lakshmi Narayan ji is happily present everywhere’ and 
'Worshiped Shri Lakshmi ji with great joy and enthusiasm’ 
etc., writing useless auspicious words and in starting daily 
cashing, copying etc., the above mentioned words are also 
used. Write in the right manner. 


(d) Renunciation of laziness and desire in the service of 
parents and other teachers--- 


It is the supreme duty of man to serve his mother, father, 
Acharya and others who are superior to him in any respect 
in terms of respectable caste, ashram, status and qualities, 
and to pay obeisance to them daily. Keeping this feeling in 
the heart, give up laziness completely and be ready to serve 
Him with enthusiasm and _ selflessness as_ per the 
instructions of God. 


D-) Laziness in doing auspicious deeds like Yagya, charity 
and penance etc. 


Abandonment of desire--- 


Panch maha yagna etc. ; Performing daily rituals and other 
occasional rituals and sacrifices and endeavoring according 
to one's strength with mind, speech and body to bring 
happiness to all living beings by giving food, clothing, 
knowledge, medicine and wealth and other things In actions, 
by completely renouncing the desire for all the pleasures of 
this world and the next and considering it as one's supreme 
duty, to conduct them with faith and enthusiasm according to 
the command of the Lord only for the sake of the Lord. 
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f) By giving up laziness and desire in the activities suitable 
for the livelihood of a householder - the activities of 
livelinood like agriculture, cow protection and commerce etc. 
are said for Vaishya, in the same way, doing the welfare of 
the world by following all those prescribed in the scriptures 
according to their respective varna and ashrams. This is 
God's command to maintain the household. Therefore, 
considering it as your duty, renouncing all kinds of desires 
and considering profit and loss equally, do the above 
mentioned work enthusiastically. 


C) Renunciation of laziness and desires in bodily actions-- 


For the sustenance of the body, in the form of consumption 
of food, clothes and medicines in the manner prescribed by 
the scriptures, one should abandon the desire for all kinds of 
pleasures and conduct them as per one's ability, considering 
happiness-sorrow, profit-loss and life-death etc. as equal, 
only for the attainment of God. 


Along with renunciation of the above four categories, 
according to this fifth category of renunciation, the 
destruction of all the vices and all types of desires and 
having only one strong desire to attain God, the first role of 
knowledge should be considered as the characteristics of a 
man who has attained the mature stage. 


(6) Affection in all things and actions of the world and 
Complete renunciation of attachment-- 

All things like wealth, buildings and clothes and all relatives 
like wife, son and friend and honor, praise and reputation 


etc. are all sensual pleasures of this world and the next, 
considering them as eternal because they are fleeting and 
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perishable All actions performed by mind, speech and body 
because of pure love exclusively in God Himself and there is 
complete absence of affection and attachment in the body 
too, this is the sixth degree of renunciation’. 


The men who have attained the said sixth degree of 
renunciation become disinterested in all things of the world 
and have exclusive love only for the one supremely loving 
God. That's why they like to listen to, narrate and meditate 
on the stories of God's pure love, full of His qualities, 
influence and mystery, and while living in a secluded 
country, they like to constantly sing praises of God, meditate 
and think about the essence of the scriptures. 


Being among people who are attached to objects, they do 
not like to spend even a single moment of their precious 
time in laughter, luxury, carelessness, criticism, enjoyment of 
objects and useless talks and by doing all their duties, they 
only attain God without any attachment, while meditating on 
the form and name of God. 


In this way, renouncing affection and attachment to all things 
and actions and having pure love only for the one true and 
dense God, the second role of knowledge should be 
considered as the characteristics of a man who has attained 
the mature stage. 


7) Subtle lust in the world, body and all actions And 
complete abandonment of ego- 


All the objects of the world are absolutely impermanent 
because they are the work of Maya, and the one True 
Bliss-dense God is everywhere full of equality; With such 
firm determination, there is complete absence of subtle 
desires in all objects and actions of the world including the 
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body, that is, there is no image of them in the consciousness 
in the form of rituals . 


The instincts of the conscience of those who have attained 
this seventh category of renunciation*, Parvairagya’, 
become extremely superior to the entire world. Even if some 
worldly event happens at some time, its sanskars do not get 
fixed; Because his constant state of being immersed in the 
one true God, Vasudev, remains constant. 


Therefore, they lack all defects in their consciousness and 
have non-violence 1, truth 2, stealth 3, celibacy 4, immorality 
5, shame, dishonesty 6, sincerity, purity 7, contentment 8, 
patience 9, satsang service, sacrifice, charity, penance 10, 
self-study , calmness 12, restraint 13, humility, supplication 
14, mercy 15, faith 16, discrimination 17, renunciation 18, 
solitude, aparigraha 19, solution 20, submissiveness, 
brilliance 21, forgiveness 22, courage 23, non-ascension 24, 
fearlessness 25, selflessness , peace 26 and exclusive 
devotion to God, etc., appear by nature. Thus, having the 
utmost absence of desire and egoism in all things and 
actions, including the body, and having a_ constantly 
steadfast position in the form of the one _ True 
Bliss-Sachhidananda God, are the characteristics of a man 
who has attained the mature state in the third role of 
knowledge. 


Some of the above qualities are acquired only in the first 
and second roles, but the whole of the qualities usually 
appears only in the third role; Because all this is the cause 
of the characteristics of men who have reached the very 
nearness of attaining the Lord and of the direct knowledge 
of the Lord's nature; 
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That is why Lord Krishna has often referred to these 
qualities as knowledge in Chapter 13, verses 7 to 11 of the 
Gita, and as divine wealth in Chapter 16, verses 1 to and the 
scriptures have considered these qualities as general 
religion, therefore only human beings have the right to them. 
Therefore, everyone should take refuge in the Lord and 
make special efforts to manifest the above virtues in their 
consciousness. 


Epilogue 


In this article it is said that attaining God is achieved by 
renouncing the seven categories. In them, the symptoms of 
the first role of knowledge till the renunciation of the first 5 
categories, the characteristics of the second role till the 
renunciation of the sixth category and the symptoms of the 
third role till the renunciation of the seventh category have 
been described. In the said third role, a man who has 
attained the mature stage immediately attains 
Sachchidananda ghan Paramatma. 


Then he has nothing to do with this fleeting, perishable, 
impermanent world, that is, just as a person who has woken 
up from a dream has nothing to do with the world of dreams, 
in the same way, a person who has woken up from the sleep 
of ignorance also has nothing to do with the impermanent 
world which is the work of Maya. 


Although in the eyes of the people, it is seen that through 
the body of that knowledgeable person, all the deeds as per 
the destiny are being done and through those deeds, there 
is a lot of benefit in the world; Because being free from 
desire, attachment and pride of doing, the actions done by 
the mind, speech and body of that Mahatma are considered 
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as proof in the world and it is from the feelings of such men 
that the scriptures are created; But despite all this, the man 
who attained Sachchidanandaghan Vasudev is always 
beyond this triple illusion. 


Therefore, he neither hates the qualities of light, nature, 
sleep etc. when they attain them nor does he aspire for 
them when they retire; Because happiness-sorrow, 
profit-loss, honor-insult, praise-criticism etc., and soil, stone, 
gold etc. have equality everywhere, that is why that 
Mahatma neither finds joy in the attainment of any beloved 
thing nor in giving up anything unpleasant, nor in the 
attainment of anything unpleasant and There is only sorrow 
in the separation of the beloved. 


Even if for some reason the body of that brave man is cut by 
weapons or he suffers any other kind of great sorrow, still 
that man who is_ established with a _ devotion to 
Sachchidanandaghan Vasudev does not move from that 
position; Because in his heart the entire world appears like a 
mirage of water and he does not feel the existence of 
anyone other than the one true and omnipotent God. 


What can be said is special, in reality he himself knows the 
feeling of the man who has attained that true God. No one 
has the power to reveal it through mind, intellect and 
senses. Therefore, as soon as possible, one should wake 
up from the sleep of ignorance and be ready to take refuge 
in the good men and do the means as per their instructions 
to attain God through the sacrifices mentioned in the above 
seven categories; Because this very rare human body is 
obtained only at the end of many births by the grace of the 
most merciful God. 
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Therefore, one should not waste the precious time of one's 
life in enjoying the impermanent pleasures of this 
perishable, transitory world. 
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Exsence Of Gita 


1. Dhritarashtra said--O Sanjay! What did my sons and the sons 
of Pandu, desirous of war, do when they gathered in the sacred 
land of Kurukshetra? 


2. Sanjay said - At that time, King Duryodhana, seeing the 
well-arranged army of the Pandavas, went to Dronacharya and 
said these words. 


3. Hey Acharya! Look at this huge army of the sons of Pandu, 
arrayed in array by your wise disciple Dhrishtayumra, the son of 
Drupada. 


4. In this army were Satyaki and Virata, kings Drupada, 
Dhrishtaketu. and Chekitana, mighty Kasiraja, Purujitu, 
Kuntibhoja, Saibya, the best of the Majushyas, mighty 
Yudhamanyu and = mighty Uttamauja, Subhadra's’ son 
Abhimanyu and the five sons of Draupadi --These are all great. 


5. O best Brahmin! You should understand the leaders who are on 
your side also. For your information, | will tell you all the 
commanders of my army. 


6. Dronacharya and grandfather Bhishma and Karna and the 
conqueror Kripacharya and likewise Bhurisrava, son of 
Ashvatthama, Vikarna and Somadatta. 
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7. Moreover, there are many brave men who have given up the 
hope of life for me, equipped with many types of weapons and 
skilled in all types of battles. 


8. That army of ours protected by Bhishmapitamah is invincible in 
every way and this army of these people protected by 
Bhimadhara is easy to win. 


9. Therefore, while staying at your respective places on all fronts, 
all of you should without any doubt protect Bhishma Pita Maha 
from all sides. 


10. Grandfather Bhishma, the oldest among the Kauravas, 
created joy in the heart of Duryodhana and blew his conch with 
a loud roar like the roar of a lion. 


11. After this, Shri Krishna Maharaj and Arjun, sitting in a beautiful 
chariot with white horses, also blew supernatural conch shells. 


12. Sri Krishna Maharaja blew the great conch named Pazijjanya, 
Arjun blew the great conch named Devadatta and Bhimasena, 
who had terrible deeds, blew the great conch named Paunda. 


13. Kashi, the king with the best bow, Shikhandi and 
Dhrishtaduyn, the great charioteer, King Virat and the invincible 
Satyaki, King Drupada and Draupadi's five sons and 
Abhimanyu, the son of Subhadra with big arms - all of them, O 
King! Different conch shells were blown from all sides. 


14. And that terrible sound resounded to the heavens and the 
earth, and tore the hearts of the Dhritarashtra's, that is, your 
supporters. 
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1st. chapter 


1.Sanjay said — O Dhritarashtra! Having been thus spoken by 
Arjun, Maharaj Shri Krishnachandra placed the best chariot in 
the middle of both the armies, in front of Bhishma and 
Dronacharya and in front of all the kings and said thus, O 
Partha! Look at these Kauravas gathered for war. 


2. After this, Pritha's son Arjun saw his uncles, grandfathers, 
great-grandfathers, gurus, maternal uncles, brothers, sons, 
grandsons, friends, father-in-laws and brothers-in-law present 
in both the armies. 


3. Seeing all the brothers present, Arjun, the son of Kunti, filled 
with great compassion and sorrow, spoke these words. 


4. Arjun said-O Krishna! Seeing this group of war-loving people 
standing in the battlefield, my limbs are becoming weak and my 
mouth is going dry and my body is feeling trembling , 
indifference & sad. 


5. Gandiva's bow is falling from my hand and my skin is also 
burning a lot and my mind is feeling confused; That's why | am 
not even able to stand. 


6. Hey Keshav! | am seeing the opposite symptoms and do not 
see any benefit in killing my own people in war. 


7. Oh Krishna! | neither want victory nor kingdom and happiness. 
Hey Govind! What is the use of such a state or what is the 
benefit of such pleasures and life itself? 
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8. Those for whom we desire kingdom, pleasures and happiness, 
they are the ones who have given up all these wealth and hope 
of life and are standing in the war. 


9. There are teachers, paternal uncles, sons and _ similarly 
grandfathers, maternal uncles, father-in-laws, grandsons, 
brothers-in-law and other relatives. 


10. Hey Madhusudan! | do not want to kill all of them even if they 
kill me or for the sake of the kingdom of the three worlds; Then 
what is there to say about the earth? 


11. Oh Janardan! What pleasure will we get by killing 
Dhritarashtra's sons? By killing these terrorists we will only feel 


guilty. 


12. Therefore O Madhav! We are not worthy to kill our own 
brothers; sons of Dhritarashtra; Because how can we be happy 
by killing our own family? 


13. Although these people, corrupted by greed, do not see the sin 
arising from the destruction of the clan and the sin in opposing 
their friends, yet O Janardan! Why should we, who are aware of 
the evil caused by the destruction of the clan, not consider 
turning away from this sin? 


14. Due to the destruction of the clan, the eternal clan religion 
gets destroyed. When the religion is destroyed, sin also 
spreads widely in the entire clan. 


15. Oh Krishna! Due to increase in sin the women of the clan 
become extremely polluted and O Varshneya! When women 
become infected, hybrids are born. 
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16. Varna Sankar is meant only to take the murderers and the 
clan to hell. The ancestors of those who lost their bodies and 
those who performed water rituals, i.e., due to Shraddha and 
Tarpan, also attain inferiority. 


17. Due to these defects causing hybridisation, the eternal 
clan-religion and caste-religion of the family members are 
destroyed. 


18. Oh Janardan! We have been hearing that people whose 
family religion has been destroyed live in hell indefinitely. 


19. Ha! Mourning ! Despite being intelligent, we have become 
ready to commit great sins, ready to kill our own people out of 
greed for kingdom and happiness. 


20. If the son of Dhritarashtra, armed with a weapon, kills me in 
battle, who is unarmed and unable to fight, then that killing will 
also be more beneficial for me. 


21. Sanjay said - Arjun, whose mind was troubled with grief in the 


battlefield, saying this, left the bow and arrows and sat in the 
rear part of the chariot. 


2nd. chapter 
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1. Sanjaya said: Thus Lord Madhusudana spoke these words to 
that grieving Arjun, who was overwhelmed with compassion 
and full of tears and anxious eyes. 


2. Lord Shri Krishna said-- O Arjun! For what reason did you get 
this attachment at this untimely time? Because it is neither 
practiced by great men, nor does it lead to heaven, nor does it 
bring fame. 


3. Therefore O Arjun! It doesn't seem right for you to get 
impotence. Hey Parantap! Leave aside the petty weakness of 
heart and stand up for the war. 


4. Arjun said — O Madhusudan! How will | fight with arrows in the 
battlefield against Bhishmapitamah and Dronacharya? Because 
O Madhusudan ! Both of them are worshipable. 


5. Therefore, instead of killing these great teachers, | consider it 
beneficial to eat alms in this world; Because even after killing 
my teachers, | will still enjoy the blood-stained pleasures of 
wealth and lust in this world. 


6. We do not even know which is better for us, to fight or not to 
fight, or whether we will conquer them or they will conquer us. 
And those whom we do not even want to live after killing, it is 
the sons of our dear Dhritarashtra who are standing in front of 
us. 


7. Therefore, having a nature suffering from the vice of cowardice 
and being fascinated by religion, | ask you to tell me the means 
which are definitely beneficial for welfare; Because | am your 
disciple, teach me after taking refuge in you. 
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8. Because despite having a clean land, rich in wealth and 
lordship over gods, | do not see a solution that can remove the 
sorrow that is drying up my senses. 


9. Sanjay said--O King! Arjun, the conqueror of sleep, has said 
this to Shri Krishna Maharaj, ‘Il will not fight again with Shri 
Govind Bhagwan! Having said this clearly, he became silent. 


10. Dhritarashtra is of Bharatvanshi. Antaryami Shri Krishna 
Maharaj laughingly spoke these words to Arjun while mourning 
between the two armies. 


11. Lord Shri said--O Arjun! You mourn for people who don't 
deserve to mourn and speak words like wise men; But the 
pundits do not mourn for those who have lost their lives and 
also for those who have not. 


12. Neither is it that | did not exist in any time, you did not exist or 
these kings did not exist, nor is it that we all will not exist 
beyond this. 


13. Just as the soul experiences childhood, youth and old age in 
this body, similarly other bodies are attained; A patient person is 
not fascinated in that matter. 


14. O son of Kunti! The combination of senses and objects that 
give rise to cold-heat and happiness-sorrow are perishable and 
impermanent in origin, hence O Bharat! You bear them. 


15. Because oh best man! The patient person who considers 
happiness and sorrow as equal and is not disturbed by the 
combination of senses and objects, is eligible for salvation. 


16. The unreal thing has no existence and there is no absence of 
truth. In this way the essence of both has been seen by 
philosophical men. 
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17. You know Him to be immortal, through whom this entire 
universe is pervaded. No one is capable of destroying this 
indestructible thing. 


18. All these bodies of this imperishable, immeasurable, eternal 
soul are said to be perishable. Therefore, O Arjun of the 
Bharata dynasty! You do the fighting. 


19. The one who considers this soul to be a killer and the one who 
considers it dead, both of them do not know; Because this soul 
actually neither kills anyone nor is killed by anyone. 


20. This soul is neither born nor dies in any time, nor is it going to 
be born again; Because it is unborn, eternal, eternal and 
ancient; It is not killed even when the body is killed. 


21. Oh Arjun, son of Pritha. The man who knows this soul to be 
indestructible, eternal, unborn and indestructible, how does that 
man cause whom to die and how does he kill whom? 


22. Just as a human being gives up old clothes and adopts new 
clothes, similarly the soul gives up old bodies and acquires 
other new bodies. 


23. Weapons cannot cut this soul, fire cannot burn it, water cannot 
melt it and air cannot dry it. 


24. Because this soul is good, this soul is indestructible, 
indestructible and undoubtedly inexhaustible and this soul is 
eternal, omnipresent, immovable, stable and eternal. 


25. This soul is unmanifested, this soul is unthinkable and this 
soul is said to be free from disorders. O Arjun! Knowing this 
soul in the above manner, you are not worthy of mourning, that 
is, it is not appropriate for you to mourn. 
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26. But even if you consider this soul to be ever-born and 
ever-dying, yet, O mighty-armed one! You are not worthy to 
mourn like this. 


2/7. Because according to this belief, death of the born is certain 
and birth of the dead is certain. Moreover, you are not worthy of 
mourning over this matter which has no solution. 


28. Oh Arjun! All living beings were unmanifested before birth and 
will remain unmanifested even after death; they are only visible 
in between; Then what is there to mourn in such a situation? 


29. Some great man sees this soul as a wonder and similarly 
some other great man describes its essence as a wonder and 
some other authority man hears it as a wonder and some do 
not know it even after hearing it. 


30. Oh Arjun! This soul is always present in everyone's bodies. 
For this reason you are not worthy of mourning for all living 
beings. 


31. And even after seeing your religion, you are not worth fearing, 
that is, you should not be afraid; Because for a Kshatriya there 
is no other more beneficial duty than righteous war. 


32. Oh Parth! Only the fortunate Kshatriyas get to fight this kind of 
war which is like a door to heaven that has opened on their 
own. 


33. But if you do not wage this righteous war, you will incur sin by 
losing your self-righteousness and fame. 


34. And everyone will also tell about your long-lasting infamy and 
for an honorable man, infamy is worse than death. 
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35. And in whose eyes you were once highly respected and now 
you will be reduced to inferiority, those great charioteers will 
consider you to have withdrawn from the war out of fear. 


36. Your enemies will criticize your strength and will also say 
many unspeakable words to you; What could be more sad than 
that? 


37. Either you will die in battle and go to heaven, or you will enjoy 
the earthly kingdom by winning the battle. For this reason O 
Arjun! You stand determined for the war. 


38. Considering victory and defeat, profit and loss and happiness 
and sorrow as equal, then get ready for war; By fighting like this 
you will not commit sin. 


39. Oh Parth! This wisdom was said for you about Gyanayoga”* 
and now you listen to it about Karmayoga - With this wisdom 
you will completely abandon the bondage of karma, that is, you 
will completely destroy it. 


40. In this karma yoga there is no destruction of the beginning, 
that is, the seed, and there is no fault in the form of the opposite 
fruit, but even a littlke means of this karma yoga protects from 
the great fear of birth and death. 


41. Oh Arjun! In this Karmayoga, there is only one determined 
intellect; But the intellects of fruitless, fruitless people with 
unstable thoughts are certainly very diverse and infinite. 


42 - 44. The admirers of the fruits of action are fond of the Vedas 
only, in whose mind heaven is the ultimate attainable thing and 
who say that there is no other thing greater than heaven - those 
irrational people call this kind of flowery, i.e. ostentatiously 
graceful speech which That the form of birth is going to give the 
results of karma and is going to describe various types of 
activities for attaining pleasures and opulences, whose mind 
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has been taken away by that speech, who are extremely 
attached to enjoyments and opulences; Those men do not have 
the intellect to have faith in God. 


45. O Arjun! The Vedas are to represent all the pleasures and 
their means as the functions of the three qualities in the above 
manner; Therefore you should be unattached to those 
pleasures and their means, devoid of dualities of joy and 
sorrow, situated in the eternal Self, not seeking the welfare of 
yoga* and having an independent consciousness. 


46. After attaining a reservoir complete from all sides, as much 
use remains for a man in a small reservoir, the same use 
remains for a Brahmin who knows Brahma in its essence in all 
the Vedas. 


47. Your right lies only in doing your work, never in its results. 
Therefore, do not be dependent on the outcome of your actions 
and do not be attached to not doing your actions. 


48. O Dhananjaya! Thou, renouncing attachment and being of 
equal intelligence in perfection and imperfection, remaining in 
yoga, perform duties and actions, equality* is called yoga. 


49. By this Buddhi Yoga of equality, the desirable action is of the 
lowest category. Therefore, O Dhananjaya! Seek the means of 
protection in equal intelligence, that is, take refuge in 
intellectual yoga; for those who are made for the fruit are very 
poor. 


50. A man of equal mind renounces both virtue and sin in this 
world, that is, he becomes free from them. Therefore engage in 
the yoga of equality; This yoga of equality is skill in actions, that 
is, the means of escaping from the bondage of actions. 
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51. Because the wise with equal intelligence, renouncing the fruits 
arising from actions, are freed from the bondage of birth and 
attain the unchanging supreme abode. 


52. At the time when your intellect will cross the swamp of illusion, 
you will attain renunciation from all the pleasures of this world 
and the next world that you have heard and are about to hear. 


53. When your mind, which has been distracted by listening to 
various words, becomes stable and stable in God, then you will 
attain Yoga, that is, you will have daily union with God. 


54. Arjun said-O Keshav! What are the characteristics of a person 
with stable intellect who has attained God situated in Samadhi? 
How does that wise man speak, how does he sit and how does 
he walk? 


55. Lord Shri said--O Arjun! The period when a person completely 
abandons all the desires present in the mind and remains 
satisfied with the soul in the soul, at that time he is called 
Sthitaprajna. 


56. The one who does not get agitated in his mind after receiving 
sorrows, who is completely disinterested in receiving happiness 
and whose attachment, fear and anger have been destroyed, 
such a sage is said to have a stable mind. 


57. The man who is devoid of affection everywhere, neither 
becomes happy nor hateful after receiving any auspicious or 
inauspicious thing, his intellect is stable. 


58. And just as a tortoise withdraws its limbs from all sides, in the 
same way, when this man withdraws his senses from the 
objects of the senses in all respects, then his intellect is stable 
(this should be understood). 
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59. Even for a man who does not perceive objects through the 
senses, only the objects are withdrawn, but the attachment 
residing in them is not withdrawn. Even the attachment of this 
steady-minded man is withdrawn by realizing the Supreme Self. 


60. O Arjun! Because attachment is not destroyed, these senses 
of the nature of churning forcibly take away even the mind of 
the intelligent man while trying. 


61. Therefore, a seeker should control all those senses and 
become absorbed in mind and become my follower and sit in 
meditation, because the intellect of a person whose senses are 
controlled becomes stable. 


62. A person who contemplates on subjects becomes attached to 
those subjects, attachment gives rise to desire for those 
subjects and when there is an obstacle in the desire, anger 
arises. 


63. Anger leads to extreme stupidity, due to stupidity, there is 
confusion in memory, due to confusion in memory, intelligence 
i.e. the power of knowledge is destroyed and due to destruction 
of intelligence, this person falls from his position. 


64. But the seeker with a subdued consciousness attains the joy 
of the consciousness by wandering in the objects through the 
subdued, free from passion and hatred. 


65. When the conscience is happy, all its sorrows disappear and 
the intellect of that happy minded Karmayogi soon gets 
removed from everything else and gets well established in the 
one God only. 


66. A man with a non-living mind and senses does not have a 
determined mind and an uneducated man does not have 
emotions in his heart and an emotionless man does not get 
peace and how can a man without peace get happiness. 
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67. Because just as the wind takes away a boat moving on water, 
in the same way, among the senses wandering in objects, the 
only sense with which the mind remains, takes away the 
intelligence of this unattached man. 


68. Therefore O mighty-armed one! The intellect of the person 
whose senses are controlled in every way from the objects of 
the senses is stable. 


69. The wise yogi awakens in the attainment of the eternal bliss of 
knowledge which is like night for all beings, and the perishable 
worldly happiness in which all beings awaken is like night for 
the sage who knows the essence of God. 


70. Just as the waters of various rivers merge into the ocean, 
which is full from all sides, without disturbing it, in the same 
way, the man in whom all the pleasures are absorbed without 
creating any kind of disorder, only that man attains supreme 
peace and is not a lover of pleasures. . 


71. The man who gives up all desires and wanders without 
affection, without ego and without desires, only he attains 
peace, that is, he attains peace. 


72. Oh Arjun! This is the state of a man who has attained Brahma, 
after attaining this the Yogi never gets disillusioned and even in 
the last moments, by remaining situated in this Brahmi state, he 
attains Brahmananda. 
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3 Rd. chapter 


. Arjun said--O Janardan. If you consider knowledge better than 
action, then O Keshav! Why are you forcing me to do terrible 
things? 


.It seems as if you are captivating my mind with mixed words. 
Therefore, tell me that one thing clearly by which | can attain 
welfare. 


. Shri Bhagwan said — O sinless one! | have mentioned earlier 
that there are two types of loyalty in this world. Among them, 
Sankhya Yogis have loyalty to Gyan Yoga* and Yogis have 
loyalty to Karma Yoga’. 


.Man neither attains Nishkarmata *, that is, Yoganishta, without 
initiating actions, nor does he attain Siddhi, that is, 
Sankhyanishta, by mere renunciation of work. 


. Undoubtedly, no human being at any time remains without 
doing any work even for a moment; Because the entire human 
community is forced to perform actions under the influence of 
the qualities born from nature. 


6.A foolish man who stubbornly restrains all the senses from 


above and continues to think of the objects of those senses 
with his mind is called a liar, that is, a hypocrite. 


7. But, O Arjun! He who subdues the senses with the mind and 


practices karma yoga through all the senses without attachment 
is the best. 
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8. Thou shalt do the duty prescribed in the scriptures; For it is 
better to do than not to do, and not to do will not even maintain 
your body. 


9.It is only when engaged in other actions besides those 
performed for the sake of sacrifice that this human community 
is bound by actions. Therefore, O Arjun! You, devoid of 
attachment, do your duty well for the sake of that sacrifice. 


10. At the beginning of the Kalpa, Prajapati Brahma created the 
subjects with sacrifices and told them that you should attain 
growth through this sacrifice and that this sacrifice should give 
you the desired enjoyment. 


11. You elevate the gods through this yagya and those gods 
elevate you. In this way, by selflessly uplifting each other, you 
will attain ultimate welfare. 


12. The Gods who have been exalted through Yagya will 
definitely continue to give you the desired offerings without 
even asking. In this way, the person who enjoys the offerings 
given by the gods without giving them to them is a thief. 


13. The noble people who eat the food left over from the Yagya 
become free from all sins and the sinful people who cook food 
only to nourish their bodies, eat only sins. 


14. & 15. All beings are produced from food, food is produced 

from rain, rain is produced from sacrifice and sacrifice is 
produced from prescribed actions. Know the community of 
karma as originating from the Vedas and the Vedas as 
originating from the indestructible God. This proves that the 
omnipresent Supreme Letter God is always established in the 
sacrifice. 


16. Ghayu, who is delighted in the senses, lives in vain, O 
Arjun. O Partha! A man who does not act in accordance with 
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the cycle of creation thus prevalent in this world by tradition, 
that is, who does not fulfill his duty, that sinful man who enjoys 
pleasures through the senses lives in vain. 


17. But he who delights in the soul and is satisfied in the soul 
and satisfied in the soul has no duty. 


18. There is no purpose for that great man in this world either by 
doing any work or by not doing any work. And even in all living 
beings there is not even the slightest trace of selfishness. 


19. Therefore, devoid of constant attachment, always do your duty 
well. Because by doing karma devoid of attachment, man 
attains God. 


20. Janaka and other sages also attained the supreme perfection 
through karma without attachment. Therefore, even in view of 
the collection of the world, you are worthy of doing karma, that 
is, you are worthy of doing karma. 


21. Whatever conduct a great man conducts, other men also 
conduct the same. Whatever he proves, the entire human 
community starts acting accordingly. 


22. Oh Arjun! | neither have any duty in these three worlds nor do 
| have any attainable thing, yet | continue to do my work only. 


23. Because O Parth! If perhaps | am not careful in my actions, | 
may suffer a great loss; Because humans follow my path in 
every way. 


24. Therefore, if | do not do the work, all these people will get 
destroyed and | will become the one who causes hybridity and 
will become the one who destroys all this people. 
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25. Hey Bharat! The way ignorant people who are attached to 
work do their work, a scholar without attachment should also 
work in the same way if he wants to gather people. 


26. A wise man who is firmly established in the form of God 
should not create confusion in the minds of the ignorant who 
are attached to the scriptural actions, that is, disbelief in action. 
But he himself should do all the work prescribed in the 
scriptures well and have them do the same. 


27. In reality, all the actions are performed by the modes of 
nature, yet such an ignorant person, whose conscience is 
deluded by ego, believes that “I am the doer’. 


28. But O mighty-armed one! A Gyan Yogi, who knows the 
principle of Guna-Vibhag and Karma-Vibhag, does not get 
attached to them considering that all the qualities are being 
used in the Gunas. 


29. A wise man who knows perfectly should not distract the 
slow-witted ignorant who do not fully understand, who are 
attached to qualities and actions, who are very much fascinated 
by the qualities of nature. 


1. The five great beings and the mind, intellect, ego and five 
senses, five senses of action and five objects such as 
words--the community of all these is called “gunavibhaga” and 
their mutual actions are called “karmavibhaga’. 


2. To know the soul separately from the above-mentioned 
“division of qualities” and “division of action” is to know their 
essence. 
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30. By offering all your actions to Me by the mind engaged in Me, 
the innermost Self, fight without hope, without affection and 
without worry. 


31. Those who always follow this doctrine of mine without any evil 
vision and having faith, they also become free from all the 
karmas. 


32. But those people who blame me and do not follow my opinion, 
consider them as fools who have been deluded by all the 
knowledge and have been destroyed. 


33. All living beings are dependent on nature, that is, they perform 
actions under the influence of their nature. A knowledgeable 
person also tries according to his nature. Then what will 
anyone's stubbornness do in this? 


34. In the sense of the senses, that is, in the subject of every 
sense, passion and hatred are hidden. Man should not be 
subject to them both, because they are both great enemies that 
interfere with his path of welfare. 


35. One's own religion, even if it is well practiced and has no 
merit, is better than someone else's religion. Even dying in 
one's own religion is beneficial, whereas in someone else's 
religion one is fearful. 


36. Arjun said--O Krishna! Then what motivates this man to 
commit sin even though he does not want to, as if forced to do 
so? 


37. Shri Bhagwan said - This lust born out of Rajogun is anger, he 
is a big eater i.e. one who never gives up on pleasures and is a 
big sinner, you should know him as your enemy in this matter. 
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38. Just as fire is covered with smoke and a mirror with dirt and as 
the womb is covered with mud, similarly this knowledge is 
covered with that work. 


39. And oh Arjun! Like this fire, man's knowledge is covered by 
the constant hatred of the knowledgeable people in the form of 
lust, which is never complete. 


40. Sense organs, mind and intellect — all these are called its 
abode. This work captivates the living soul by enveloping the 
learner through the doors of mind, intellect and senses. 


41. Therefore O Arjun! First of all, by controlling the senses, you 
must forcefully kill the great sinner Kamaka who is destroying 
this knowledge and science. 


42. The senses are said to be superior to the physical body, i.e. 
superior, powerful and subtle; The mind is beyond these 
senses, the intellect is beyond the mind and the one who is 
beyond the intellect is the soul. 


43. Thus knowing the soul beyond intelligence, that is, the subtle, 
strong and supremely superior soul, and subduing the mind by 
intelligence, O mighty-armed one! You kill this invincible enemy 
in the form of lust. 
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4Th. Chapter 


1. The Lord said, “Il had spoken of this indestructible yoga to the 
sun; Surya told his son Vaivasvata Manu and Manu told his son 
King Ikshvaku. 


2.Oh great Arjun! In this way the royal sages came to know this 
Yoga received from tradition; But after that that yoga became 
extinct in this world for a long time. 


3. You are my devotee and dear friend, that is why | have told you 
this ancient yoga today; Because this is a very good secret, that 
is, a Subject worth keeping secret. 


4. Arjun said - Your birth in Arvachain is still young and the birth of 
Surya is very old i.e. it had happened in the beginning of Kalpa. 
Then how can | understand that you yourself had said this yoga 
to Surya at the beginning of the Kalpa? 


5. Shri Bhagavan said — Oh Parantap Arjun! You and | have had 
many births. You don't know them all, but | do. 


6. Despite being unborn and indestructible and despite being the 
God of all living beings, | appear by subjugating my nature 
through my Yogamaya. 


7. Hey Bharat ! Whenever there is a decline in righteousness and 
increase in unrighteousness, only then | create My form, that is, 
| appear in front of people in a physical form. 


8.1 appear in every age to save the saints, to destroy those who 
commit sins and to establish the religion properly. 
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9. Hey Arjun! My birth and actions are divine, that is, pure and 
supernatural - in this way, the person who knows from the 
element, does not attain birth again after leaving the body, but 
attains Me only. 


* The Almighty Sachchidanandaghan Supreme God is 
immortal, immortal and the ultimate support and supreme 
support of all beings. He appears in his full form through his 
Yogamaya only to establish the religion and to save the world, 
hence understanding that there is no one else as kind-hearted, 
loving and as pure as God. The man who constantly thinks 
about God with unalloyed love and behaves in the world without 
attachment, knows Him in essence. 


10. Even before, many of my dependent devotees, whose 
attachment, fear and anger were completely destroyed and who 
remained in me with unalloyed love, have attained my form 
after becoming pure through the above mentioned penance in 
the form of knowledge. 


11. Oh Arjun! The devotees who worship me, | also worship them 
in the same way; Because all human beings follow my path in 
every way. 


12. In this human world, people who want the fruits of their deeds 
worship the gods; Because they quickly get the success arising 
from their actions. 


13. Brahmin, Kshatriya, Vaishya and Shudra - these four varna 
groups, their qualities and actions have been created by me. In 
this way, despite being the doer of the work of creation and 
creation, you should consider me, the immortal God, to actually 
be a non-doer. 
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14. | have no desire for the fruits of my actions, hence | do not get 
involved in the actions — in this way, the one who knows me 
from the essence, is also not bound by the actions. 


15. In earlier times, even the Mumukshus performed their actions 
with this knowledge. Therefore, you should also do the work 
that was always done by your ancestors. 


16. What is Karma? And what is non-action?--Even intelligent 
people get deluded in deciding this. Therefore, | will explain to 
you the principle of karma, knowing which you will be freed 
from inauspicious things i.e. the bondage of karma. 


17. The nature of karma should be known and the nature of 
non-action should also be known and the nature of vikarma 
should also be known; Because the pace of karma is intense. 


18. The person who sees inaction in action and the one who sees 
action in inaction is the wisest among humans and that Yogi is 
the one who does all the actions. 


19. Even knowledgeable people call that great man whose all 
actions as per the scriptures are done without desire and 
resolution and whose all actions are burnt by the fire of 
knowledge. 


20. The man who has completely given up attachment to all 
actions and their results and has become free from the shelter 
of the world and is always satisfied with God, despite behaving 
well in his actions, does not actually do anything. 


21. Whose body along with conscience and senses is alive and 
who has given up all material enjoyments, such a hopeless 
person does not commit sins even while doing only physical 
activities. 
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22. One who is always satisfied with what he gets automatically 
without any desire, who is completely free from jealousy, who 
has completely gone beyond the conflicts of joy and sorrow, 
such a Karma Yogi, who remains equal in success and failure, 
does not get tied to them even while doing his work. 


23. Whose attachment has been completely destroyed, who has 
become free from body-consciousness and affection, whose 
mind is constantly fixed in the knowledge of God - only in this 
way, all the deeds of a person who works for the performance 
of Yagya are completely dissolved. 


24 . In a sacrifice in which offering, i.e., feeding, etc., is also 
Brahman, and the object to be offered is also Brahman, and the 
action of offering sacrifice in the Brahman-like fire by the 
Brahman-like Kataki is also Brahman. 


25. Other yogis perform the sacrifice of worship of the gods well, 
and other yogis offer the sacrifice of the Self by the sacrifice of 
indifference in the fire of the Supreme Brahman, the Supreme 
Self. 


26. Other yogis offer all the senses like hearing etc. in the fires of 
restraint and other yogis offer all the subjects like words etc. in 
the fires of the senses. 


27. Other yogis sacrifice all the activities of the senses and all the 
activities of the soul in the fire of self-control and yoga 
illuminated by knowledge. 


28. There are many men who perform sacrifices related to money, 
many others who perform sacrifices in the form of austerity, and 
many others who perform yagyas in the form of yoga, how 
many men who are strong-willed, equipped with non-violent and 
sharp vows, perform the yagya of knowledge in the form of 
self-study. 
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29. & 30. Many other yogis sacrifice pranavayu in apanavayu, 
similarly other yogis sacrifice apanavayu in pranavayu and 
many other people who are devoted to pranayam and eat 
regular food, stop the movement of prana and apana and 
sacrifice prana in prana itself. All these seekers are the ones 
who destroy sins through Yagyas and know about Yagyas. 


31. O best of the Kurus, Arjun. Yogis who experience the nectar 
left over from the Yagya attain the eternal Supreme God. And 
for a person who does not perform Yagya, even this human 
world is not pleasant, then how can the next world be pleasant? 


32 . Similarly, many other kinds of sacrifices are mentioned in 
detail in the words of the Vedas. Know them all to be 
accomplished by the action of the mind, senses and body. 
Thus, knowing them by the Tattva, by their rituals you will be 
completely freed from the bondage of karma. 


33 . O Parantapa Arjun! The sacrifice of knowledge is far superior 
to the sacrifice of matter, and as long as all actions are 
consumed in knowledge. 


34. Go and understand that knowledge by going to the wise men 
who see the truth, by bowing down to them, by serving them, 
and by asking questions simply, leaving behind hypocrisy. 


35. Knowing Him, you will no longer be enamored like this and O 
Arjun! By the knowledge through which you can completely 
transform all the existences into yourself! And behind me he will 
see the true God. 


36. If you are more sinful than all other sinners; Yet you will 
undoubtedly be well saved from the entire ocean of sin by the 
boat of knowledge. 


37. Because O Arjun! Just as a burning fire turns fuels into ashes, 
similarly the fire of knowledge turns all actions into ashes. 
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38. There is undoubtedly nothing in this world that purifies like 
knowledge. A person who has been purified through Karma 
Yoga for a long time automatically attains that knowledge in his 
soul. 


39. A man who has conquered the senses, is devoted to the 
means and has faith attains knowledge, and having attained 
knowledge he attains without delay--immediately the well of 
attaining the Lord, the supreme peace. 


40. Aman without conscience and without faith, who has doubts, 
definitely gets corrupted by charity. For such a doubtful person 
there is neither this world, nor the next world, nor happiness. 


41. Hey Dhanjhay! Karma does not bind a person who has 
surrendered all his deeds to God through the method of 
Karmayoga and who has destroyed all doubts through 
discrimination. 


42. Therefore, O Arjun of the Bharata dynasty! You pierce this 
doubt of yours caused by ignorance in the heart with the sword 
of discrimination and knowledge, and become established in 
karma yoga of equality and stand up for battle. 
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5 Th. Chapter 


.Arjun said--O Krishna! You praise Kamke Sannyasa and then 
Karmayoga. Therefore, tell me which one of these two is a sure 
means of welfare for me. 


. The Lord said: Both karma-sannyasa and karma-yoga are the 
doers of supreme welfare, but even in both of them 
karma-sannyasa is better than karma-yoga because it is easier 
to attain. 


. Hey Arjun! The man who neither hates anyone nor aspires for 
anyone, is always considered a Karmayogi Sannyasi; Because 
a person who is free from attachment, hatred and pain is 
happily freed from the bondage of the world. 


. The above-mentioned renunciation and karma yoga are called 
by fools as giving separate fruits, not by the learned, because a 
man who is properly situated in either of them would attain God 
as the fruit of both. 


. The same supreme abode that is attained by Gyan Yogis is also 
attained by Karma Yogis. Therefore, the person who sees the 
result of Gyan Yoga and Karma Yoga as one, only he sees the 
reality. 


.But, O Arjun! Without karma yoga, it is difficult to attain 
renunciation, that is, the renunciation of doership in all actions 
performed by the mind, senses and body, and the karma yogi 
who contemplates the Bhagavad-gita quickly attains the 
Supreme Brahman, the Supreme Self. 
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7.One whose mind is under his control, who has conquered the 
senses and has a pure consciousness, and whose soul is the 
Self-form of all beings, such a karmayogi does not get involved 
even while performing karma. 


8.& 9. A Sankhya Yogi who knows Tattva sees, hears, touches, 
smells, eats, travels, sleeps, inhales, speaks, gives up, accepts 
and opens and closes his eyes. Also, all the senses are being 
used in their own sense - after understanding this, without any 
doubt, believe that | do not do anything. 


10. A man who performs his actions by offering all his actions to 
God and renouncing attachment is not tainted by sin like a lotus 
leaf by water. 


11. The karma yogis, without the intellect of egoism, perform 
karma for the purification of the consciousness by abandoning 
attachment only through the senses, mind, intellect and body. 


12. The karmayogi attains peace in the form of attaining the Lord 
by renouncing the fruits of his actions, and the Sakam man is 
bound by attachment to the fruits by the motivation of desire. 


13. A man who practices Sankhya Yoga, whose consciousness is 
under his control, renounces all actions with his mind in the 
body-like house with nine doors, without doing or causing to be 
done, and remains joyfully in the form of the Supreme Self, 
dense in true bliss. 


14. God neither creates the doers, nor the deeds, nor the 
coincidence of the results of the human beings; But nature is 
still behaving. 


15. The omnipresent God also neither accepts anyone's sinful 
deeds nor anyone's good deeds; But knowledge is covered by 
ignorance, due to which all ignorant people are getting 
fascinated. 
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16. But for those whose ignorance has been destroyed by God's 
philosophy, that knowledge illuminates the true Supreme God 
like the sun. 


17. Those whose mind is becoming Tadgarupa, whose 
intelligence is becoming Tadgarupa, and whose position is 
constantly in the Supreme Self, dense with true bliss, become 
sinless by knowledge and attain irreversibility, that is, the 
ultimate destination. 


18. Those knowledgeable people are able to see in the learned 
and humble Brahmins and also in the cows, elephants, dogs 
and Chandalas. 


19. Those whose mind is situated in equanimity, the entire world 
has been conquered by them in this living state itself, because 
Sachchidanandaghan God is flawless and equal, due to this 
they are situated in Sachchidanandaghan God only. 


20. A man who does not rejoice in attaining the beloved and is not 
agitated in attaining the unpleasant, that steady-minded, 
doubtless, Brahma-knowing man is eternally situated in 
oneness with the Supreme Brahman, the Supreme Self, dense 
in truth and bliss. 


21. The seeker with a consciousness free from attachment to 
external objects attains the sattvic bliss of meditation which is 
situated in the soul; Then he experiences the inexhaustible 
bliss of the man who is integrated in the yoga of meditation on 
the Supreme Brahman, the Supreme Self, dense in true bliss. 


22. All these pleasures arising from the combination of senses 
and objects, although they appear as happiness to sensual 
people, are still the cause of sorrow and have no beginning and 
end, i.e. are impermanent. Therefore O Arjun! An intelligent and 
prudent man does not enjoy them. 
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23. The seeker who, in this human body, becomes capable of 
tolerating the urges arising from lust and anger even before the 
destruction of the body, is a yogi and is happy. 


24. The man who is happy in the inner self, who is delighting in 
the soul and who is knowledgeable in the soul, would have 
attained the peaceful Brahman, the Sankhya Yogi, who has 
attained oneness with the Supreme Brahman, the Supreme 
Self, dense in truth and bliss. 


25. Those whose sins have been destroyed, whose doubts have 
been dispelled by knowledge, who are engaged in the welfare 
of all living beings and whose conquered mind is fixed on God 
without restlessness, those men of knowledge of Brahman 
attain Shant Brahma. 


26. For knowledgeable people who are free from lust and anger, 
have a victorious mind, and have realized the Supreme God, 
only the Supreme God, who is peaceful from all sides, is 
perfect. 


27. & 28. Without thinking about external worldly pleasures, by 
going outside and keeping the vision of the eyes fixed in the 
middle of the earth and by equating the prana and apanavayu 
moving in the nostrils, whose senses, mind and intellect are 
alive, such a sage who is devoted to salvation* will not let go of 
desire, fear. And he has become free from anger, he is always 
free. 


29. My devotee attains peace by knowing Me as the enjoyer of all 
sacrifices and austerities, the God of the gods of all the worlds 
and the friend of all beings, that is, the selfless, compassionate 
and loving. 
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6 Th. Chapter 


. Shri Bhagwan said - The person who does the rightful work 
without taking recourse to the results of his actions is a 
Sannyasi and a Yogi and the one who gives up only fire is not a 
Sannyasi and the one who gives up only actions is not a Yogi. 


. Hey Arjun! You know the one who is called Sanyasa as Yoga; 
Because no man who does not give up his resolutions is a yogi. 


. For a contemplative man who wishes to ascend to yoga, doing 
action without desire is said to be the cause in attaining yoga, 
and the absence of all resolutions of that yogi upon attaining 
yoga is said to be the cause in welfare. 


.At a time when he is neither attached to the pleasures of the 
senses nor to actions, the renunciant of all resolutions is called 
yoga-ascended. 


.Save yourself from the ocean of the world and do not put 
yourself in a downward spiral; Because this man himself is his 
friend and he himself is his enemy. 


. The soul by which the body along with the mind and senses 
has been conquered, is itself a friend of that soul and the one to 
whom the body along with the mind and senses has not been 
conquered, he himself behaves in enmity like an enemy. 


.In the knowledge of such an independent-souled man whose 
consciousness is well calm in cold and heat and in pleasure 
and pain and in honor and dishonor, the Sachchidanandana 
Paramatma is perfectly situated, that is, there is nothing else in 
his knowledge except Paramatma. 
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8.One whose conscience is satisfied with knowledge and 
science, whose state is free from disorders, whose senses are 
well controlled and for whom mud, stone and gold are equal, is 
said to be Yogi Yukt i.e. God-attained. 


9. The friend, the friend, the enemy, the indifferent’, the mediator, 
the hater and the relative, the righteous and the sinner, who has 
equality, is the very best. 


10. The Yogi, who has control over the body along with the mind 
and senses, is free from hope and has no attachment, should 
stay alone in a secluded place and continuously concentrate his 
soul in God. 


11. On the pure ground, on which Kusha, Mrigachhala and 
clothes are spread respectively, which is neither too high nor 
too low, by establishing one's seat firmly - 


12. Sit in that seat, concentrate the mind, control the actions of 
the mind and senses, and practice yoga for the purification of 
the consciousness. 


13. By keeping the body, head and neck even and unmoving, 
and by remaining stable, keeping the gaze fixed on the tip of 
one's nose and not looking at other directions - 


14. The careful yogi, who is in the vow of celibacy, fearless and 
well-settled in consciousness, should restrain the mind and 
remain mindful of Me and devoted to Me. 


15. A yogi with a controlled mind thus _ continuously 
concentrates his soul in the form of Me, the Supreme Lord, and 
attains peace in the form of supreme bliss that resides within 
him. 
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16. Hey Arjun! This yoga is proved neither for one who eats a 
lot, nor for one who does not eat at all, nor for one who sleeps a 
lot, nor for one who is always awake. 


17. Yoga, which destroys sufferings, is attained only by one who 
eats and drinks properly, strives in actions properly, and sleeps 
and wakes properly. 


18. It is said that during the period when the mind, which is 
completely controlled, is well established in God, the person 
who is free from desire for all enjoyments is in Yoga. 


19. Just asa lamp located in an airless place does not work, the 
same analogy has been given to the living mind of a yogi 
engaged in meditation on God. 


20. The state in which the mind, restrained by the practice of 
yoga, is attained and in which it remains satisfied in the 
Supreme Self, dense in true bliss, realizing the Supreme Self 
through the subtle intellect purified by the meditation of the 
Supreme Self. 


21. Beyond the senses, which can be grasped only by the 
purified subtle intellect, is eternal bliss; The state in which he 
experiences it and the state in which he is situated, the Yogi 
does not deviate from the form of God. 


22. He does not consider anything more beneficial than the 
benefit he receives in the form of God's attainment, and the 
yogi who is in the state of God's attainment does not move 
even with great sorrow. 


23. who is devoid of the union of the world of suffering and 
whose name is Yoga; He should know. That yoga is to be done 
with determination without being bored, that is, with patience 
and an enthusiastic mind. 
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24. By completely renouncing all desires arising from resolution 
and by well restraining the community of senses from all sides 
by the mind-- 


25. By practicing it step by step, one should attain Uparatiko 
and by keeping one's mind situated in God through the 
therya-oriented intellect, one should not think about anything 
other than God. 


26. This unsteady and restless mind, for the sake of which 
words etc. wanders in the world, stop it from those subjects and 
stop it in God again and again. 


27. Because a yogi whose mind is completely calm, who is free 
from sin and whose passion has calmed down, who is united 
with this Sachchidanandaghan Brahma, attains supreme bliss. 


28. That sinless yogi would thus constantly concentrate his soul 
on God and happily experience the eternal bliss of attaining the 
Supreme Brahman. 


29. The yogi who has the soul with the yoga of position in the 
omnipresent infinite consciousness and sees equally in all sees 
the soul dwelling in all beings and all beings conceived in the 
soul. 


30. The man who is the Self-form of all in all beings, I, 
Vasudeva He sees widely and sees all the beings under me 
Vasudev, for him | am not invisible and he is not invisible for 
me. 


31. The man who worships me, Sachchidanandaghan Vasudev, 
who is situated in unity and is present in the soul in all the 
beings, that yogi, while behaving in every way, also behaves in 
me only. 
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32. Hey Arjun! The Yogi who sees all the beings as equal in his 
own way and also sees happiness and sorrow in all as equal, 
that Yogi is considered to be the best. 


33. Arjun said--O Madhusudan! This yoga which you have said 
with equanimity, due to my fickle mind, | do not see its daily 
state. 


34. Because O Shri Krishna! This mind is very fickle, has a 
restless nature, is very strong and strong. That's why | consider 
controlling it to be extremely difficult, like controlling the wind. 


35. The Lord said: O mighty-armed one! Undoubtedly the mind 
is restless and difficult to control; But, O Arjun, son of Kunti! It is 
subdued by practice* and renunciation. 


36. Yoga is difficult for a person whose mind is not controlled, 
and it is easy for a person who has a controlled mind to achieve 
it through means - this is my opinion. 


37. Arjun said, “O Krishna! who is a believer in yoga; But what 
path does a seeker whose mind has been distracted from yoga 
in the end because he is not restrained attain without attaining 
the perfection of yoga, that is, realization of the Lord? 


38. O mighty-armed one! Does not that man, deluded and 
helpless in the path of attaining the Lord, become corrupted on 
both sides and perish like a cloud? 


39. Hey Shri Krishna! You are the only one capable of 
completely piercing this doubt of mine, because apart from you 
it is not possible to find anyone else who can pierce this doubt. 


40. Lord Shri said — O Partha! That man neither perishes in this 
world nor in the next world. Because oh dear! for self-liberation 


54 


That is, no human being who performs karma for attaining the 
Lord attains misfortune. 


41. Aman who has deviated from yoga attains the worlds of the 
pious, that is, the best worlds like heaven, lives in them for 
many years, and then takes birth in the house of noble men of 
pure conduct. 


42. Or the ascetic man does not go to those worlds but is born 
in the family of the wise yogis. But this kind of which it If there 
is birth, then it is undoubtedly very rare in the world. 


43. There, the union of intelligence accumulated in that first 
body, that is, the rituals of yoga in the form of equal intelligence, 
is spontaneously attained. By its influence he again strives 
more than ever for the perfection of attaining God. 


44. He who is born in the family of a master of yoga, though he 
is dependent on him, is undoubtedly attracted towards God 
because of his earlier practice, and the aspirant of yoga with 
equal intelligence also violates the fruits of fruitful actions as 
stated in the Vedas. 


45. But the yogi who practices diligently, by the power of the 
rituals of the previous many births, becomes perfect in this birth 
and is devoid of all sins, then immediately attains the supreme 
destination. 


46. A Yogi is superior to the ascetics, he is considered superior 
to the scholars of the scriptures and he is also superior to those 
who do fruitful deeds. O Arjun! You are a yogi. 


47. Among all the yogis, the one who worships me continuously 
with his inner soul engaged in devotion, | consider him to be the 
best yogi. 
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7 Th. Chapter 


1. The Lord said, “O Partha With your mind attached to Me with 
exclusive love and devoted to Me with exclusive feeling, 
engaged in yoga, listen to how you will know Me without doubt 
as the Self-form of all, endowed with all glory, strength, wealth 
and other qualities. 


2.1 will tell you the complete philosophy along with this science, 
knowing which nothing else is left worth knowing in the world. 


3.Among thousands of human beings, one strives to attain me 
and among those yogis who strive, one becomes devoted to 
me and knows me in essence i.e. in reality. 


4.& 5. Earth, water, fire, air, sky, mind, intellect and ego too — thus 
this is my nature divided into eight types. This is Apara i.e. my 
inanimate nature with eight types of divisions and O 
mighty-armed one! Know the second one from whom this entire 
world is sustained, my living form Para i.e. conscious nature. 


6. Hey Arjun! You should understand that the entire existence is 
created from these two natures only. 
are going to happen and | am the origin and destruction of 
the entire world i.e. the entire 
| am the root cause of the world. 


7. Hey Dhananjay! There is no ultimate cause other than me. it 


The entire world is woven into me like the beads of a thread. 


8. Hey Arjun! | am the juice in water, the light in the moon and the 
sun, the light in the entire Vedas. 
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| am Omkar, | am the word in the sky and the masculinity 
among men. 


9. | am pure®* in the earth, fragrant in fire and bright in fire, and | 
am the creator of all the living beings. 
| am life and |am penance among the ascetics. 


10. Oh Arjun! You know me only as the eternal seed of all the 
beings. | 
| am the wisdom of the wise and the brilliance of the bright. 


11. O best of Bharat, the strength of the strong is free from 
attachment and desires. 

That is, |am the power and in accordance with righteousness in 
all beings, that is, of the scriptures 

Am favorable to work. 


12. And also those feelings arising from Sattva Guna and those 
arising from Rajo Guna and 
These are the feelings arising from Tamoguna, you are going 
to give all of them from me only. 
Honey, but in reality* | am not in them and they are not in me. 


13. The functional forms of the qualities are of the three types, 
Sattvic, Rajasic and Tamasic 
This whole world and the living community is getting 
fascinated by emotions, that is why these 
He does not know the imperishable Me beyond the three 
qualities. 


14. Because this supernatural, that is, the most wonderful 
Trigunamayi My Maya 
It is very difficult; But those people who continuously worship 
only me, 
They transgress this Maya, that is, they are saved from the 
world. 
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15. Those whose knowledge has been defeated by Maya, 
possess the demonic nature. 

| am not worshiped by the foolish people who have committed 
evil deeds, among human beings. 


16. The well-meaning, the artful, the curious and the 
knowledgeable - four types of devotees call me. 
Let's worship. 


17. Among them, the knowledgeable devotee who is always 
united with Me and has unlimited loving devotion is the best, 
because | am very dear to the knowledgeable person who knows 
Me in essence and that knowledgeable person is very dear to Me. 


18. All of them are generous, but the knowledgeable person is 
my true form - this is my opinion; Because that knowledgeable 
devotee with an intoxicated mind and intellect is well established 
in me in the form of a very good state of being. 


19. Aman who has attained spiritual knowledge in the last birth 
of many births, everything is Vasudev - the Mahatma who 
worships me in this way is very rare. 


20. Those people whose knowledge has been defeated by the 
desire of those pleasures, inspired by their nature, follow those 
rules and worship other gods. 


21.1 place that unshakable faith in him | establish the faith of 
every devotee who wishes to worship the form of the deity with 
devotion. 


22. That man, filled with that faith, worships that deity and 
without any doubt, receives from that deity the desired pleasures 
ordained by me. 
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23. But the result of those people of less intelligence is 
perishable and they are obtained by the gods who worship the 
gods and no matter how my devotees worship, in the end they get 
it only by me. 


24. Men without intelligence, not knowing My supreme 
indestructible supreme nature, consider Me, the Supreme Being, 
beyond the mind and senses, to be born as a human being and 
attain personality. 


25. |, hidden by my Yogamaya, am not visible to everyone, 
that is why this ignorant community does not know Me as the 
birthless, imperishable God, that is, they consider Me to be one 
who takes birth and dies. 


26. Oh Arjun! | know all the past and present and future 
ghosts, but no man without faith Knows me. 


27. O Arjun of the Bharata dynasty! In the world, the entire 
being is attaining the utmost ignorance by delusion in the form of 
duality of pleasure and pain arising from desire and hatred. 


28. But those men whose sins have been destroyed by 
performing the best karma without desire, are firmly determined 
devotees free from the delusion of duality caused by passion and 
hatred and worship Me in all ways. 


29. Those who take refuge in me and try to escape from 
death and death, those people know that Brahma, complete 
spirituality, complete action. 


30. Those men who know Me even in the end, with the 
supernatural and the superdivine and with the supersacrifice (the 
Self-form of all), those men of right mind know Me, that is, they 
attain Me. 
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8 Th. Chapter 


1. Arjun said — Oh great man! What is that Brahma? What is 
Spirituality? What is Karma? What is said by the name 
Adhibhuta and who is called Adhidev? 


2. Oh Madhusudan! Who is the master here? And how is he in 
this body? And how do you come to know in the end time by 
rational minded people. 


3. Shri Bhagwan said — The supreme word is ‘Brahm’, its own 
form i.e. the soul is called “Adhyatma” and the renunciation that 
gives rise to the feelings of the ghosts is called “Karma”. 


4. All things having the dharma of origin and destruction are 
supernatural, the golden Purusha”* is supernatural and, O Arjun, 
the best of embodied beings! In this body, |], Vasudeva, am the 
Supreme Sacrifice in the innermost form. 


5. The person who leaves his body remembering me even in his 
last days, attains my true form — there is no doubt in this. 


6. Oh Arjun, son of Kunti! Whatever feeling a person remembers 
in his last moments when he leaves his body, he attains only 
that; Because he has always been affected by the same feeling. 


7. Therefore O Arjun! Always remember me at all times and also 
fight. In this way, by having your mind and intelligence dedicated 
to me, you will undoubtedly attain me. 


8. O Partha! It is the law that by constantly meditating with a 
mind that does not go to the other side, endowed with yoga as 
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the practice of meditation on God, one attains the divine Person 
in the form of supreme light, that is, God. 


9. He who remembers the omniscient, eternal, controller of all*, 
subtler than the subtle, sustainer of all, inconceivable, eternally 
conscious light-like like the sun and beyond ignorance, pure 
Sachchidanandaghan God. 


10. Even in the last moments of life, that devoted person, by 
establishing his life well in the middle of the earth with the power 
of yoga and then remembering it with a calm mind, attains that 
divine form of the Supreme Being, the Supreme Soul. 


11. | shall briefly describe to you the Parampada which the 
learned scholars of the Vedas call indestructible in the form of 
the dense form of Sachchidananda, which the attachment-free 
hermits enter and which the celibates who desire the Parampada 
practice celibacy. 


12. & 13. By restraining anyone by all the senses and fixing the 
mind in the limit, then by that living mind establishing the pranafo 
in the head, and being situated in the yoga-dharana concerning 
the Supreme Self, Hua renounces the body, that man attains the 
ultimate destination. 


14. Oh Arjun! For the man who always remembers Me, the 
Supreme Being, with his mind completely fixed on Me, for that 
Yogi who is constantly absorbed in Me, | am easily accessible to 
him, that is, he attains it easily. 


15. The great souls who have attained the supreme perfection 
do not attain the house of sufferings and the fleeting rebirth by 
attaining Me. 


16. Hey Arjun! All the worlds are recurring till Brahmaloka, but oh 
son of Kunti! There is no rebirth after attaining me; Because | am 
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timeless and all these worlds of Brahma are impermanent due to 
being limited by time. 


17. The Yogis who know by the Purusha Tattva the one day of 
Brahma, which has a duration of a thousand Chaturyagitakas, 
and the night, which has a duration of a thousand 
Chaturyugitakas, are the knowers of the Tattva of time. 


18. All the moving and non-moving beings arise from the 
unmanifest, that is, from the subtle body of Brahma, at the 
entrance of Brahma's day, and merge in that subtle body of 
Brahma called the unmanifest at the entrance of Brahma's night. 


19. Hey Parth! This ghost community, after being born under the 
control of nature, gets absorbed at the beginning of night and 
arises again at the beginning of day. 


20. Beyond that unmanifested person, there is another one, that 
is, the unique one who is the eternal unmanifested being, that 
supreme divine man does not get destroyed even after the 
destruction of all the ghosts. 


21. The unmanifested ‘Akshar’ which has been called in this 
name, the unmanifested feeling called the same letter is called 
Paramgati and the eternal unmanifested feeling, after attaining 
which humans do not return, is my supreme abode. 


22. Oh Parth! The God under whom everything exists and the 
Sachchidanandagan God with whom this entire world is filled, 
that eternal unmanifested Supreme Being is attainable only 
through exclusive devotion. 


23. Oh Arjun! The period in which the yogis who have left their 
body attain the path of no return and the period in which the 
yogis who have left only the path of return, | will call that period 
i.e. both the paths. 
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24. In the path in which the luminous fire is the proud deity, the 
day is the proud deity, the white fortnight is the proud deity and 
the six months of Uttarayana are the proud deity, the 


Brahmavetta yogis who have died are taken by the above deities 
in order. 


25. In the path in which the smoke is the proud god, the night is 
the proud god and 

He is the proud deity of Krishna Paksha and the proud deity of 
the six months of Dakshinayan. 

He is a deity, a yogi who has performed fruitful deeds after dying 
on that path. 

Carried by the gods to heaven after receiving the light of the 
moon. 


He comes back after enjoying the fruits of his good deeds. 


26. Because these two types of world - Shukla and Krishna i.e. 
Devyan and Pitriyan paths are considered eternal. Among these, 
the one who goes through one*--from which there is no need to 
return, attains that supreme state and the one who goes through 
the other** comes back again i.e. gets birth and death. 


27. O Partha | Thus, knowing these two paths in essence, no 
yogi is fascinated. For this reason, O Arjun! Be endowed with 
yoga in the form of equal intelligence at all times, that is, 
constantly striving for My attainment. 


28. The yogi, knowing this mystery in essence, undoubtedly 
violates all the merits mentioned in reading the Vedas and in 
performing sacrifices, austerities and charity, and attains the 
eternal supreme state. 
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9 Th. Chapter 


. The Lord said: For you, the devotee without fault-finding, | will 
again tell you this supremely secret knowledge with knowledge, 
knowing which you will be freed from the world of suffering. 


. This knowledge including science is the king of all knowledge, 
the king of all secrets, very pure, very good, bearing visible 
results, full of righteousness, very easy to use and indestructible. 


Hey Parantap! In this above mentioned religion, people without 
faith, without attaining me, keep roaming around in the world in 
the form of death. 


. This whole world is filled with water like snow from me and all 
the ghosts are situated within me on the basis of will, but in 
reality | am not present in them. 


. All those ghosts are not located in me; But looking at my divine 
power of yoga, my soul, which sustains the ghosts and also 
creates the ghosts, is not actually present in the ghosts. 


. Just as the great wind that spreads everywhere, originating from 
the sky, is always situated in the sky, in the same way, having 
arisen through my will, all the living beings are situated in me, 
know this. 


. Hey Arjun! At the end of the Kalpa, all the ghosts attain my 
nature, that is, they get absorbed in the nature and at the 
beginning of the Kalpa, | create them again. 
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8. By accepting my nature, | create this entire community of ghosts, 
who have become dependent on the force of nature, again and 
again according to their deeds. 


9. O Arjun! Those actions do not bind Me, the Supreme Being, who 
am unattached to those actions and resemble indifferent. 

10. Hey Arjun! With the power of my presence, nature creates the 
entire world including its creatures and it is for this reason that 
this world cycle is rotating. 


11. Fools who do not know My Supreme Being* despise Me, the 
great God of all beings, who assume the body of a human being, 
that is, they regard Me as an ordinary human being, walking in 
human form for the salvation of the world by My Yoga-maya. 


12. Those insane, ignorant people with useless hopes, useless 
actions and useless knowledge, demonic, demonic and Mohini 
nature! Keep wearing the same. 


13. But, O son of Kunti! The great souls who depend on Goddess 
Nature, Knowing Me as the eternal cause of all beings and the 
imperishable literal form, worship Me constantly with an 
exclusive mind. 


14. Those strong-willed devotees worship Me with immense love, 
constantly chanting My name and qualities, making efforts to 
attain Me and paying obeisance to Me again and again. 


15. Other Jnana Yogis worship Me, the Nirguna-Nirakara 
Brahman, even though they worship Me in an integral manner 
through the Jnana Yajna, and other human beings worship Me, 
the Cosmic God, existing in many ways, separately. 


16. | am Kratu, | am Yagya, | am Swadha, | am Oshadhi, | am 
Mantra, | am Ghrit, | am Agni and | am also the ritual of Havan. 
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17. | am the Dhata of this entire world, the bearer and the giver of 
the fruits of actions, the knowable father, mother, grandfather, 
the holy Omkara and also the Rigveda, Samaveda and 
Yajurveda. 


18. | am the supreme abode attainable, the one who provides 
sustenance, the master of all, the seer of good and bad, the 
abode of all, the one who can take refuge in, the one who does 
good without desiring any return, the cause of the origin and 
destruction of all, the basis of the situation, the foundation and 
the indestructible cause. 


19. | am the one who heats up like the sun, attracts the rain and 
makes it rain. Hey Arjun! | am nectar and death and | am also 
true and false. 


20. Sinless men* who perform the desirable deeds prescribed in 
the three Vedas, who drink the Somarasa, worship Me by 
sacrifices and seek the attainment of heaven; Those men attain 
heaven as the fruit of their merits and enjoy the pleasures of the 
divine gods in heaven. 


21. After enjoying that vast heaven, when their virtues diminish, 
they reach the world of death. In this way, the people who take 
refuge in the good deeds mentioned in the three Vedas as the 
means to heaven and who desire pleasures, get to go to heaven 
again and again, that is, due to the influence of virtue, they go to 
heaven and when their virtue diminishes, they come to the world 
of death. 


22. | myself attain the welfare of those devoted devotees who 
constantly think about me and worship me selflessly, who think 
about me continuously. 


23. Hey Arjun! Although the true devotees with faith who worship 
other gods, they also worship me only; But that worship of him is 
done unethically i.e. ignorantly. 
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24. Because | am the enjoyer and master of all yagyas; But they 
do not know me from God's principle, due to this they fall i.e. are 
reborn. 


25. Those who worship the gods attain the gods, those who 
worship the ancestors attain the ancestors, those who worship 
the ghosts attain the ghosts and the devotees who worship me 
attain Me only. That is why my devotees are not reborn. 


26. Any devotee who lovingly offers me a leaf, flower, fruit, water 
etc., | appear in my sagun form and eat that leaf-flower lovingly 
offered by that pure minded, selfless loving devotee with love. 


27. Hey Arjun! Whatever work you do, whatever you eat, 
whatever you perform, whatever you donate and whatever 
penance you perform, offer it all to me. 


28. Thus, in which all actions are offered to Me, the Lord, with 
such a mind endowed with the yoga of renunciation, you will be 
freed from the bondage of karma in the form of good and evil 
fruits and freed from them and attain Me. 


29. | am omnipresent among all beings with equanimity; no one is 
disliked or loved by me; But the devotees who worship me with 
love are in me and | am also directly manifested in them. 


30. If even a very evil person becomes my devotee and worships 
me with full devotion, then he is worthy of being considered a 
saint; Because he is true and determined. That is, he has firmly 
decided that there is nothing else like the praise of God. 


31. He soon becomes a righteous soul and attains eternal peace. 
Hey Arjun! You must know the truth that my devotee never gets 
destroyed. 


67 


32. O Arjun! Whoever they are, whether they are women, 
Vaishyas, Shudras and Chandalas of sinful birth, they too would 
take refuge in Me and attain the supreme destination. 


33. Then what is there to say in this, those virtuous Brahmins and 
Rajarshi devotees who take refuge in me attain the ultimate 
path. Therefore, after attaining this pleasureless and fleeting 
human body, worship me continuously. 


34. Be mindful of me, become my devotee, be one who worships 
me, pay obeisance to me. In this way, by appointing the soul in 
me and becoming devoted to me, you will attain me only. 
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10 Th. Chapter 


1. Shri Bhagwan said — O mighty-armed one! Still, listen to My 
most secret and effective words, which | will say with the 
intention of benefiting you, who loves you very much. 


2. Neither the gods nor the great sages know my origin, i.e. my 
appearance through Leela, because | am the original cause of 
the gods and the great sages in every way. 


3. He who knows Me as Ajanma, that is, in reality without birth, 
eternal’ and the great God of the worlds, the wise man among 
men becomes free from all sins. 


4. & 5. Power of determination, true knowledge, non-delusion, 
forgiveness, truth, control of the senses, restraint of the mind 
and pleasure and pain, origin and destruction and fear and 
fearlessness and_ non-violence, equality, contentment, 
austerity*, charity, fame and disgrace- Such are the various 
emotions of these creatures from me. 


6. The seven Maharishis, the four who existed before them, 
Sanakadi and Swayambhu, etc., the fourteen Manus - all of them 
who have feelings for me have been born from my resolution, 
whose entire subjects are in this world. 


7. The person who knows my Supreme Personality and Yoga 
Shakti in principle, becomes imbued with steadfast devotion - 
there is no doubt in this. 


8. |, Vasudev, am the cause of the origin of the entire universe 
and the entire universe works through me. Understanding this, 
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intelligent devotees with faith and devotion should worship me 
God continuously. 


9. Devotees who constantly concentrate on Me and surrender 
their lives to Me, by discussing My devotion among themselves, 
making known My influence and speaking about Me along with its 
qualities and effects, are constantly satisfied and remain 
constantly happy in Me, Vasudev. 


10. To those devotees who are constantly engaged in meditating 
and worshiping me with love, | give that yoga in the form of 
Tatvgyan, through which they attain only me. 


11. Oh Arjun! To show favor to them, I, situated in their hearts, 
myself destroy the darkness born of their ignorance with the lamp 
of bright philosophy. 


12. & 13. Arjun said - You are the ultimate Brahma, the ultimate 
abode and the most pure, because all the sages call you eternal, 
divine man and even the deities, Adidev, unborn and omnipresent. 
Similarly, Devarshi Narad and Asit, Deval Rishi and Maharishi 
Vyas also say and you also say about me. 


14. Hey Keshav! Whatever you say about me, | consider it all to 
be true. Oh God! Neither demons nor gods know your leelamay* 
form. 


15. O creator of ghosts! O God of ghosts! O God of gods! O Lord 
of the world! Hey Purushottam! You yourself know yourself. 


16. Therefore, you are the only one capable of fully describing 
those divine personalities, through which you are present after 
pervading all these worlds. 


17. Oh Yogeshwar! How can | Know you by thinking continuously 
and O Lord! In which ways are you worthy of being contemplated 
by me? 
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18. Oh Janardan! Still tell about your Yogashakti and Vibhuti in 
detail, because | am never satisfied while listening to your 
nectar-filled words, that is, the eagerness to listen remains 
constant. 


19. Lord Shri said — O best of Kurus. Now | will give priority to you 
for my divine personalities; Because there is no end to my 
expansion. 


20. Oh Arjun! | am the soul of all beings located in the heart of all 
beings and | am also the beginning, middle and end of all beings. 


21. | am Vishnu among the twelve sons of Aditi and the Sun with 
rays among the lights and | am the brightness of the forty nine air 
gods and the moon, the ruler of the constellations. 


22. | am Samveda among the Vedas, | am Indra among the gods, 
| am the mind among the senses and | am the consciousness i.e. 
life force of the ghosts. 


23. | am Shankar among the eleven Rudras and Kuber, the lord of 
wealth among the Yakshas and demons. | am Agni among the 
eight Vasus and | am Mount Sumeru among the peaked 
mountains. 


24. Know me, Brihaspati, the chief among the priests. Hey Parth! | 
am Skanda among commanders and the ocean among 
reservoirs. 


25. | am Bhugu among Maharishis and one syllable i.e. Omkar 
among words. Among all types of yagyas, | am the one who 
performs Japa Yagya and among those who remain stable, | am 
the Himalayan Mountains. 
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26. | am the Peepal tree among all the trees, Narad Muni among 
the Devarshis, Chitrarath among the Gandharvas and Kapil Muni 
among the Siddhas. 


27. Among horses, the one born with nectar is exalted: the horse 
named Shrava, among the best elephants the elephant named 
Airashavat, and among human beings, know me as the king. 


28. | am the thunderbolt among weapons and Kamadhenu among 
cows. According to the scriptures, for the birth of a child, | am 
Kamadeva and among the snakes, | am Vasuki, the serpent 
guide. 


29. Among the snakes, | am Sheshangag and Varun, the lord of 
the aquatic creatures, among the ancestors | am the ancestor 
named Aryama and among those who rule, | am Yamraj. 


30. Among the beasts, | am the great one and the time of those 
who calculate, and among the animals, | am the deer-lion and 
among the birds, | am Garuda. 


31. Among those who purify, | am the air, among those who wield 
weapons, | am Shri Ram, among the fishes, | am the crocodile 
and among the rivers, | am the charioteer Ganga. 


32. Oh Arjun! | am the beginning, the end and the middle of the 
creations. Among the sciences, | am the one who argues for 
spiritual knowledge i.e. Brahmavidya and the decision on the 
principles of those who dispute with each other. 


33. | am formless in letters and | am a compound called duality in 
compounds. Akshaykaal i.e. Kaal is also Mahakaal and | am the 
one who faces everywhere, is huge in form, and is the sustainer 
of all. 
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34. | am the destroyer of death and the cause of birth of all those 
who are born and among women | am Kirti, Shri, Vaku, Smriti, 
Medha, Dhriti and Kshama. 


35. And among the singable Shrutis | am Brihatsam and among 
the verses | am Gayatri Chhanda and among the months | am 
Margashirsha and among the seasons | am Vasantha. 


36. Among the deceivers | am the yoke and the influence of 
influential men. | am the victory of those who conquer, the 
determination of those who have determination and the satvik 
feeling of satvik men. 


37. Among the Vrishni dynasty, | am Vasudev, that is, your friend, 
among the Pandavas, you are Dhanjhay, among the sages, 
Bedvyas, and among the poets, | am the poet Shukracharya. 


38. | am the punishment for those who oppress, i.e. the power to 
oppress, | am the policy of those who wish to win, | am the 
protector of the feelings that deserve to be kept secret, | am 
silence and | am the philosophy of the wise. 


39. And oh Arjun. | am also the one who is the cause of the origin 
of all ghosts; Because there is no such variable or immovable 
ghost which is devoid of me. 


40. Oh Parantap! There is no end to my divine personalities, | 
have told this expansion of my personalities for you from one 
place i.e. in brief. 


41. Whatever is the object of Vibhuti, that is, full of majesty, full of 
light and power, consider it to be the expression of a part of my 


glory. 


42. Or O Arjun! What is your purpose in knowing this much? | am 
present holding this entire world with just a fraction of my yoga 
power. 
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11 Th. Chapter 


1. Arjun said - In order to bless me, my ignorance has been 
destroyed by the highly confidential spiritual words i.e. advice that 
you gave me. 

| 
2. Because - O lotus eye! | have heard from you in detail the 
origin and destruction of ghosts and have also heard your 
imperishable glory. 


3. O God! It is exactly what you call yourself; But oh best man! 
| want to see firsthand your divine form full of knowledge, 
opulence, power, strength, semen and brilliance. 


4. Oh, Lord. If it is doubtful that | could see you in that form — 
you believe so, then O Yogeshwar! Show me that imperishable 
form. 


5. Lord Shri said — O Partha! Now see my hundreds of 
thousands of supernatural forms of different types, colors and 
shapes. 


6. O Arjun of Bharatvanshi! You see in me the Adityas, that is, 
Aditi's twelve sons, the eight Vasus, the eleven Rudras, the two 
Ashvinikumars and the forty-nine Marudus and many more 
wondrous forms not seen before. 


(e Hey Arjun! Now see the entire world including its pastures 
located at one place in this body of mine and whatever else you 
want to see, see it. 
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8. But you are certainly not able to see me with these natural 
eyes of yours; That is why | give you divine, that is, supernatural, 
eyesight; From this you see my divine yogic power. 


9. Sanjaya said, “O king! The Lord of great Yoga and the 
destroyer of all sins, having thus spoken, then showed Arjun His 
divine form endowed with supreme opulence. 


10. & 11. Having many faces and eyes, having many wonderful 
visions, having many divine ornaments and holding many divine 
weapons in their hands, wearing divine garlands and clothes and 
having divine sulfur smeared all over their body, having all kinds 
of wonders, limitless and all Arjun, the Supreme God in the form 
of a giant, looked towards him. 


12. The light produced by the simultaneous rising of a thousand 
suns in the sky can hardly be similar to the light of that 
universal form of God. 

13. Arjun, son of Pandu, at that time divided the entire universe in 

many ways, that is, separately, gave it to be situated in one 
place in that body of Lord Krishna, the God of the gods. 


14. After that they were surprised. Surprised and with a thrilled 
body, Arjun bowed his head to God in the form of light and with 
devotion he folded his hands and said - 


15. Arjun said — O God! | see in your body all the gods and many 
communities of ghosts, Brahma sitting on the lotus seat, 
Mahadev and all the sages and divine serpents. 


16. O Lord of the entire world! | see you having many arms, 
stomach, mouth and eyes and having infinite forms from all 
sides. O world form! | see neither your end, nor your middle, nor 
your beginning. 
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17. | see you crowned, armed with a mace and discus, a cloud of 
light shining from all sides, glowing with fire and light like the 
sun, difficult to see and inexplicable from all sides. 


18. You are the ultimate knowable word i.e. Parabrahma 
Paramatma, You are the supreme shelter of this world, You are 
the protector of the eternal religion and You are the imperishable 
eternal man. This is my opinion. 


19. | see You without beginning, end and middle, endowed with 
infinite power, with infinite arms, with eyes like the moon and the 
sun, with a face like burning fire, and scorching this world with 
Your splendour. 


20. Oh great man! The entire sky between heaven and earth and 
all directions are filled with you alone and seeing this 
supernatural and terrible form of yours, all the three worlds are in 
great pain. 


21. The same group of gods enter you and, somewhat frightened, 
chant your name and qualities with folded hands and the 
community of Maharishis and Siddhas praise you with the best 
of the best stotras saying 'May you be well.’ 


22. Those eleven Rudras and twelve Adityas and eight Vasus, 
Sadhyagan, Vishvedev, Ashwinikumar and Marudgan and the 
community of ancestors and the community of Gandharvas, 
Yakshas, Rakshasas and Siddhas - they all look at you with 
astonishment. 


23. O mighty-armed one! Everyone is getting distraught after 
seeing your huge form with many faces and eyes, many hands, 
thighs and legs, many stomachs and many beards, and | too am 
getting distraught. 


76 


24. Because O Vishno! Seeing you touching the sky, resplendent, 
multi-coloured, with an outstretched mouth and huge shining 
eyes, |, with a fearful heart, do not find patience and peace. 


25. Seeing your faces which are huge because of the molars and 
burning like the fire of doomsday, | do not know the directions 
and do not get happiness either. That's why O Devesh. Oh 
Jagannivas! May you be happy. 


26. & 27. All of them, Dhritarashtra's sons, are entering you along 
with the company of kings, and Bhishmapitamah, Dronacharya, 
that Karna, and also the chief warriors of our side, all of them are 
entering with great speed, with fearful mouths made huge by 
your teeth, and Many are seen with powdered ends stuck 
between your teeth. 


28. Just as the water flows of many rivers naturally run towards 
the sea, i.e. enter the sea, similarly those heroes of the 
underworld are also entering your blazing mouths. 


29. Just as kites run with great speed into the burning fire to get 
destroyed out of attachment, similarly all these people are also 
running with great speed into your mouth for their destruction. 


30. You are devouring all those worlds with your flaming mouths 
and licking them again and again from all sides, O Vishno! Your 
fiery light is warming the entire world by filling it with radiance. 


31. Tell me who are you with the fierce form? Salutations to you, 
O best among gods. You be happy. | especially want to know 
you, Adipurush, because | don't know your nature. 


32. Shri Bhagwan said — | am the increased Mahakaal, the 
destroyer of the worlds. At this time | am inclined to destroy 
these worlds. Therefore, all the warriors in the opponent's army 
will not survive even without you, that is, even if you do not fight, 
they will all be destroyed. 


77 


33. So get up! By gaining fame and conquering enemies, enjoy a 
kingdom rich in wealth. All these warriors have already been 
killed by me. O Savyasachin!* You become just an instrument. 


34. You kill Dronacharya, Bhishmapitamah, Jayadratha, Karna 
and many other brave warriors killed by me. Don't be afraid. 
Undoubtedly you will win over your enemies in the war. 
Therefore fight. 


35. Sanjay said - Hearing these words of Lord Keshav, the 
crowned Arjun bowed with folded hands and bowed to Lord 
Krishna with great fear, yet he spoke in a proud voice towards 
Lord Krishna. 


36. Arjun said — O Antaryamin. It is fitting that by chanting your 
name, qualities and influence, the world is becoming very happy 
and is also receiving love and the frightened demons are running 
in different directions and all the communities of Siddhaganas 
are saluting. 


37. Oh great man! How can they not salute you, the originator of 
Brahma and the greatest of all, because oh infinite! Hey Devesh! 
Oh Jagannivas! You are the one who is true, false and beyond 
them i.e. Sachchidanandghan Brahma. 


38. You are the original God and the eternal man, you are the 
supreme shelter and the knower, the knowable and the supreme 
abode of this world. O infinite form! This whole world is filled with 
you i.e. it is complete. 


39.You are the father of Vayu, Yamraj, Agni, Varun, Moon, Lord of 
the people Brahma and also Brahma. Hello to you a thousand 
times! Hello!! Still salutations to you again and again! Hello . 


40. O one with infinite power! Greetings to you from front and 
back too! O Supreme Being! Greetings to you from all sides. 
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Because you, the infinitely mighty one, have pervaded the entire 
world, hence you are the one who is the embodiment of 
everything. 


41. & 42. Not knowing about your influence, assuming that you 
are my friend, either out of love or out of ignorance, | said 'O 
Kshna!'’, 'O Yadav!', 'O friend!’ In this way, whatever is said 
suddenly without thinking and O Achyut! For the sake of humor, 
you have been insulted by me in the way of travel, bed, seat and 
food, alone or even in front of those friends - | forgive you for all 
those crimes which are immeasurable in form i.e. having 
unimaginable effect. 


43. You are the father of this living world and the greatest teacher 
and most worshipable, O one of unique influence! There is no 
one like you in the three worlds, then how can there be more. 


44. Therefore O Lord! | place my body properly at His feet, pay 
obeisance to Him, and pray to You, the God who is worthy of 
praise, to be pleased. Hey, God ! Just like a father tolerates the 
transgressions of his son, like a friend, like a friend, and like a 
husband tolerates the transgressions of his beloved wife, 
similarly you too are capable of tolerating my transgressions. 


45. | am happy to see this wondrous form of yours which | have 
not seen before and my mind is also getting very disturbed with 
fear, therefore please show me that four-armed Vishnu form of 
yours! Hey Devesh! Oh Jagannivas! Be happy. 


46. | want to see you wearing a crown and holding a mace and 
discus in your hands, that's why O embodiment of the world. O 
Sahasnabaho! You appear in the same quadrangular form. 


47. Lord Shri said--O Arjun! By my grace, with the influence of my 
power of yoga, | have shown you my supremely brilliant, primal 
and limitless vast form, which no one other than you had seen 
before. 
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48. Oh Arjun! In this way, in the human world, the Universal One 
can be seen neither by the study of Vedas and Yagyas, nor by 
charity, nor by activities, nor by intense penances, by anyone 
other than you. 


49. Seeing such a monstrous form of mine, you should not be 
disturbed and should not feel foolish. You, being fearless and 
having a loving mind, look again at this four-armed form of mine 
with conch, chakra, mace and lotus. 


50. Sanjaya said: Lord Vasudeva, having said this to Arjun, then 
showed His four-armed form in the same way, and then 
Mahatma Krishna, becoming a gentle form, gave patience to this 
frightened Arjun. 


51. Arjun said--O Janardan! Seeing this very peaceful human 
form of yours, | have now become stable and have attained my 
natural state. 


52. Shri Bhagwan said - The four-armed form of mine that you 
have seen is very beautiful, that is, its sightings are very rare. 
Even the gods always aspire to see this form. 


53. The way you have seen me - in this way I, having four arms, 
cannot be seen either through the Vedas, nor through penance, 
nor through charity, nor through yagya. 


54. But, O Parantapa Arjun! By exclusive devotion* | am thus able 
to see directly in the four-armed form, to Know from the essence 
and to enter, that is, to be attained by oneness. 


55. Oh Arjun! The man who performs all his duties only for Me, is 
my devotee, is my devotee, is free from attachment and is free 
from enmity towards all living beings, that man with unalloyed 
devotion is attained by me only. 
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12 Th. Chapter 


1. Arjun said: Who is the best Yogi among the two types of 
devotees who worship You, the Saguna-forming God, in the 
above-mentioned manner, and those who worship only the 
indestructible Sachchidananda-dense, formless Brahman? 


2. The Lord said: Those devotees who, concentrating their 
minds on Me and constantly engaged in My _ devotional 
meditation,* worship Me, the God in the form of virtues, with the 
utmost faith, are considered by Me to be the best yogis among the 


yogis. 


3. & 4. But those who, having well subdued the community of 
senses, worship the eternal, unchanging, formless, indestructible, 
true bliss-dense Brahman, beyond mind and _ intellect, 
omnipresent, ineffable and always monotonous, constantly 
meditating in oneness, are engaged in the welfare of all beings 
and in all The yogis of the same mind attain Me. 


5. Effort is special in the means of those men whose minds are 
attached to the formless Brahman; Because the movement of the 
unmanifest is painfully attained by the body-conscious. 


6. But those devotees who are devoted to me, offer all their deeds 
to me and worship me in the form of God, constantly thinking 
about me with exclusive devotion. 


7. Hey Arjun! | will soon deliver those loving devotees who 
concentrate on me from the world and ocean of death. 


8. The mind was attached to me and the intellect was attached to 
me; After this you will reside in me only, there is no doubt in this. 
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9. If you are not able to establish your mind in me, then O Arjun! 
Desire to attain me through the practice of yoga. 


10. If you are unable to even do the above mentioned exercises, 
then become devoted to doing work only for me. In this way, while 
doing deeds for my sake, you will only get my attainments like 
Siddhiko. 


11. If you are unable to do the above mentioned means even after 
relying on my attainment of yoga, then become one who has 
victory over the mind, intellect etc. and give up the fruits of all your 
actions. 


12. Knowledge is better than practice done without knowing the 
essence; Meditation on the form of Me, God, is better than 
knowledge, and renunciation* of the fruits of all actions is better 
than meditation; Because renunciation immediately brings 
supreme peace. 


13. & 14. The man who is free from malice among all beings, 
selfless, loving to all and merciful without any reason, free from 
affection, free from ego, equal in happiness and sorrow and 
forgiving, that is, he is the one who gives fearlessness even to 
those who commit crimes; And the yogi who is constantly 
satisfied, who has controlled the body along with the mind and 
senses and has firm faith in me - that devotee of mine with his 
mind and intellect surrendered to me is dear to me. 


15. From which no living being gets inspiration and which itself 
does not get inspiration from any living being; And the devotee 
who is free from joy, sorrow, fear and excitement — that devotee is 
dear to me. 


16. The man who is free from desires, pure from within and 
outside, clever, free from prejudice and free from sorrows - that 
devotee of mine who has renounced all beginnings is dear to me. 
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17. The man who is never happy, who never hates, who never 
mourns, who never desires, and who has renounced all actions, 
auspicious and inauspicious, is dear to me. 


18. Who is equal between enemy and friend, honor and insult, is 
equal in cold, heat, happiness and sorrow and is free from 
attachment. 


19. He who equates condemnation and praise, who is 
contemplative and who is always satisfied with the maintenance 
of the body in any way and who is devoid of love and attachment 
in the place of residence--that steady-minded devout man is dear 
to Me. 


20. But those devotees who are devoted to me and consume the 
sacred nectar mentioned above with selfless love, those devotees 
are very dear to me. 
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13 Th. Chapter 


Ai Shri Bhagwan said--O Arjun! This body is called 'Kshetra'9 
and the one who knows it is called ‘Kshetragya’, the 
knowledgeable person who knows its essence. 


2. O Arjun! Do you know Me as the Kshetrajna in all fields, that 
is, the soul of the living entity? And the knowledge of the 
field-kshetrajsha, that is, of nature and man with disturbance, 
which is to be known by the essence’, is knowledge--that is my 
Opinion. 


3. That area which is like that and which has the disorders, 
and due to which whatever has happened; And also that field 
expert and whatever influence he has — hear all that in brief from 
me. 


4. — This principle of Kshetra and Kshetragya has been said in 
many ways by the sages and has also been said in various parts 
in various Veda mantras and has also been said in the well 
decided and logical verses of Brahma Sutra. 


5. Five great elements, ego, intellect and basic nature as well 
as ten senses, one mind and five sense objects i.e. sound, touch, 
form, taste and smell - 


6. And desire, hatred, happiness, sorrow, mass consciousness 
of the physical body! And Dhriti*--Thus this area including the 
disorders3 was stated in brief. 

/. Lack of pride of superiority, lack of arrogance, not 
persecuting any creature in any way, lack of forgiveness, 
simplicity of mind and speech, service of the Guru with faith and 
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devotion, purification of outside and _ inside4 stability of 
consciousness and restraint of body with mind and senses. 


8. Absence of attachment to all the pleasures of this world and 
the next world and also absence of ego, thinking again and again 
about sorrows and faults in birth, death, old age and disease etc. 


9. Lack of attachment to son, wife, ghapa and wealth, etc., 
lack of love and always being equal in mind in attaining the 
beloved and the unbeloved. 


10. uncompromising devotion through exclusive yoga in Me 
God" and the nature of living in a solitary and pure country and 
the absence of love in the community of sensual men. 


11. It is said that in spiritual knowledge, seeing God as the 
meaning of everyday life and philosophical knowledge - all 
this is knowledge and whatever is contrary to this is 
ignorance - it is said. 


12. Whatever is worth knowing and by knowing which a person 
attains bliss, | will tell it clearly. That eternal Supreme Being 
is neither called true nor false. 


13. He has arms and legs everywhere, eyes everywhere, head 
and mouth and ears everywhere. Because He is present in 
the world pervading everyone. 


14. He is knower of all the objects of the senses, but in reality is 
devoid of all senses and sustains all even when devoid of 
attachment and enjoys the qualities even when devoid of 
qualities. 


15. That moving being is perfect within and outside all the 
ghosts and the moving and moving things are also the 
same. And being subtle, it is indiscernible and it is the same 
in the very near and far away places.

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That Supreme Being, though perfect as the sky in one form 
without division, appears to be situated as if divided among 
all beings." And that knowable God is the sustainer of 
beings in the form of Vishnu, the destroyer in the form of 
Rudra, and the creator of all in the form of Brahma. 


He is said to be far beyond the light and illusion of the 
Parabrahma lights. He is the Supreme Self in the form of 
enlightenment, knowable and attainable by philosophy, and 
is specially situated in the hearts of all. 


In this way the scope, knowledge and nature of the 
knowable God were briefly stated. My devotee, knowing this 
from its essence, attains my form. 


Nature and man--know them both to be eternal, and know 
that the disturbances of passion and hatred, and all the 
threefold matter, are also produced by nature. 


Prakriti is said to be the cause in producing actions and 
deeds and the living soul is said to be the cause in being the 
enjoyer of happiness and sorrow, i.e. in experiencing them. 


It is in nature that the man enjoys the triple substances 
produced by nature, and the combination of these qualities 
is the cause of this soul being born in good and bad 
universes. 


This soul in this body is actually God. He is said to be the 
witness, the giver of true consent, the permitter, the 
sustainer of all, the enjoyer in the form of living beings, the 
master of Brahma and others, and the Supreme Soul, being 
the pure Sachchidanandaghan.

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In this way, the person who knows the essence of man and 
nature along with its qualities is not born again even after 
performing all the duties. 


Many people see that God in their heart through meditation 
with purified subtle intellect; Others see through 'Gyan Yoga’ 
and others through 'Karma Yoga' i.e. by attaining. 

But others of these, that is, men of slow intelligence, do not 
know this, but hear from others, that is, men who know the 
essence, and worship accordingly, and even those men who 
are devoted to hearing undoubtedly cross the ocean of 
death. 


Hey Arjun! In other words, all the living and movable beings 
that are born, know them to be born from the combination of 
the region and the region. 


The person who sees God as immortal and equanimous in 
all perishable living beings, only he sees reality. 


Because the person who sees everyone as equal to God 
and does not destroy himself, will attain the ultimate goal. Is. 


And the person who sees the entire work being done by 
nature in every way and sees the soul as the non-doer, only 
he sees the reality. 


The moment this man sees the separate nature of beings 
situated in one Supreme Being and the expansion of all 
beings from that Supreme Being, he _ attains the 
Sattva-Dana-Dhana Brahman. 


Hey Arjun! Being eternal and having no qualities, this 
indestructible God, despite being present in the body, 
neither actually does anything nor gets involved. 

Just as the everywhere-pervading sky does not get attached 
to it because it is subtle, similarly the soul present

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everywhere in the body does not get attached to the 
qualities of the body because it is without qualities. 


Hey Arjun! Just as one sun illuminates the entire universe, 
similarly one soul illuminates the entire region. 

Thus the Mahatmas who know the difference between the 
field and the field-knowing* and the liberation from nature 
with action by the eyes of knowledge attain the Supreme 
Brahman, the Supreme Self. 
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14 Th. Chapter 


. Shri Bhagwan said - | will again tell you about that supreme 
knowledge which is the best among all the knowledges, knowing 
which all the sages have become free from this world and have 
attained supreme perfection. 


. By taking shelter of this knowledge i.e. by imbibing it, the 
persons who attain my form are not reborn in the beginning of 
creation and do not get troubled even in the time of destruction. 


Hey Arjun! My basic nature in the form of Mahatu-Brahma is the 
vagina of all the beings, that is, it is the place of conception and | 
establish the womb in the form of conscious community in that 
vagina. All ghosts are born from the union of that inanimate and 
animate. 


. Hey Arjun! Nature is the mother who conceives all the idols i.e. 
embodied beings that are born in all the different types of 
species and | am the father who plants the seeds. 


.O Arjun! Sattvaguna, Rajoguna and Tamoguna--these three 
qualities arising from nature bind the indestructible soul in the 
body. 


. O innocent! Among those three qualities, the Sattva quality, 
being pure, is illuminating and without disturbance, it binds by 
the relationship of happiness and by the relationship of 
knowledge, that is, by its pride. 


. Hey Arjun! Know that passion in the form of passion arises from 
desire and attachment. He binds this soul with the relationship of 
actions and their results. 
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8. O Arjun! Know that the darkness, which fascinates all the 
body-conscious, arises from ignorance. He binds this soul by 
negligence, laziness and sleep. 


9. Hey Arjun! Sattva guna applies to happiness and Rajo gun to 
action and Tamo guna covers knowledge and also applies to 
carelessness. 

10. Hey Arjun! By suppressing Rajogun and Tamogun, Sattvagun 
is formed, by suppressing Sattgagun and Tamogun, Rajogun is 
formed, similarly by suppressing Sattagun and Rajogun, 
Tamogun is formed i.e. it increases. 


11. At the time when consciousness and discretion arise in the 
body, conscience and senses, at that time it should be known 
that the Sattva Guna has increased. 


12. O Arjun! When the Rajoguna increases, greed, instinct, 
selfish intelligence, the willful initiation of actions, restlessness 
and desire for sense gratification-all these arise. 


13. O Arjun! When the mode of darkness increases, there is 
darkness in the consciousness and the senses, lack of 
involvement in duties and actions, and the bewitching instincts of 
the consciousness such as negligence, that is, vain effort and 
sleep. 


14. When this man attains death in the growth of the Sattva-guna, 
then he would attain the pure divine heavens and other worlds of 
those who do good deeds. 


15. When Rajogun increases, it arises in people who are attached 
to deeds after attaining death; And when the Tamo Guna 
increases, a dead person takes birth in the worlds like insects, 
animals etc. 
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16. The best karma is said to be Sattvic, that is, happiness, 
knowledge and renunciation; The fruit of Rajasic action is called 
suffering and the fruit of Tamasic action is called ignorance. 


17. Knowledge arises from Sattva Guna, greed from Rajo Guna 
and carelessness from Tamo Guna. And attachment and 
ignorance also arise. 


18. Men in the Sattva mode go to the higher worlds like heaven, 
Rajas men in the Rajas mode remain in the middle, that is, in the 
world of men, and Tamas men in the Tamo mode of sleep, 
negligence and laziness go to the lower worlds. 


19. When the seer sees no one else as the doer except the three 
modes and knows Me, the Supreme Being, the 
Sachchidanandghanasvaroop, beyond the three modes, in 
essence, then he attains My form. 

20. This man, by violating these three qualities as the cause of 
the* origin of the body, is freed from birth, death, old age and all 
kinds of sufferings and attains supreme bliss. 


21. Arjun said - What are the characteristics of a person who is 
beyond these three qualities and what kind of behavior does he 
have? Oh Lord! By what means does a human being transcend 
these three qualities? 


22. The Lord said: O Arjun! He who neither hates nor desires light 
as the work of the mode of goodness, nor instinct as the work of 
the mode of passion, nor delusion as the work of the mode of 
darkness, when it is induced. 


23. The one who is situated like a witness cannot be disturbed by 
the qualities and understands that the qualities behave in the 
qualities - the one who remains situated in oneness in the true 
and dense God and never deviates from that state. 
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24. One who is constantly situated in self-consciousness, who 
considers sorrow and happiness equally, who has equal feelings 
towards soil, stone and gold, who is knowledgeable, who 
considers the loved and unpleasant as equal and who has equal 
feelings in his praise and criticism. 


25. The man who is equal in respect and insult, is equal in favor 
of friend and foe and is free from pride of being a doer in all the 
beginnings, is called Gunateet. 


26. And the man who worships Me constantly by * the 
uncompromising bhakti-yoga, also transcends these three 
qualities well and becomes’ worthy of attaining § the 
Sachchidananda-dense Brahman. 


27. Because | am the shelter of that imperishable Supreme 
Brahma and Amrit and Nityadharma and unbroken monotonous 


joy. 
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15 Th. Chapter 


1. The Lord said: The poplar tree of the world, with the root in the 


form of the primeval God and the main branch in the form of 
Brahma, is called indestructible, and the leaves of which are 
called the Vedas. 


2. That world tree, which has grown through water in the form of 


three gunas and has branches in the form of gods, human 
beings and the oblique etc., with buds in the form of the 
objects of life, are spread everywhere below and above, and 
in the human world, the roots in the form of ego, attachment 
and lust, which bind us according to the deeds, are also 
present in all the worlds below and above. Are spreading. 


3. The form of this world tree as stated here is not found in the 


time of thought, because it neither has a beginning nor an 
end nor is it in a good condition. Therefore, cut down this 
Peepal tree of the world with its very strong roots in the form 
of ego, attachment and lust with the weapon of strong 
dispassion. 


4. After that, one should thoroughly search for that supreme form 


of God, in whom the men who have gone do not come back 
to this world and from the God from whom this ancient world 
tree has received the tendency to expand, | take refuge in 
the same Adipurush Narayan - in this way, with a strong 
determination, meditate on that God and Nididhyasana 
should be done. 


5. Those whose pride and attachment have been destroyed, who 


have conquered the vice of attachment, who have a 
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constant state in the form of God and whose desires have 
been completely destroyed - those people who are liberated 
from the vices called happiness and sorrow, attain that 
imperishable supreme state. 


6. Neither the sun, nor the moon, nor the fire can illuminate that 
self-luminous supreme state, after attaining which humans 
do not return to this world; That is my supreme abode. 


7. This eternal soul in this body is a part of me* and it is he who 
attracts the mind and the five senses located in this nature. 


8. Just as the air absorbs the smell from the place of smell, in the 
same way, the physical master soul also absorbs the senses 
along with the mind from the body which it leaves and then 
goes back to the body in which it attains. 


9. This soul consumes objects by resorting to the ear, the eye and 
the skin, and by the taste, the life-force and the mind. 


10. The ignorant do not know the one who is leaving the body or 
the one who is in the body or the one who is enjoying the 
objects, thus possessing the three qualities, only the 
discriminating wise man with the eyes of knowledge knows 
the essence. 


11. Even the yogis who perform Yatra know this soul in their 
hearts by essence; But ignorant people who have not 
purified their consciousness do not know this soul even 
though they keep trying. 


12. The glory which is present in the sun, which illuminates the 
whole world, the glory which is in the moon and the glory 
which is in the fire, consider that to be my glory.

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And I, entering the earth, support all the ghosts with my power 
and by being in the form of juice i.e. nectar-filled moon, | 
nourish all the medicines i.e. plants. 


In Me alone | digest the four* kinds of food, being in the form 
of Vaishvanara Agni, united with Prana and Apana, residing 
in the bodies of all living beings. 


| am present internally in the hearts of all living beings and it is 
from me that memory, Knowledge and aphorism occur and | 
am capable of being known by all the senses and | am also 
the creator of Vedanta and the knower of the Vedas. 


There are two kinds of men in this world, perishable and 
indestructible. In these, the body of all beings is said to be 
perishable and the soul is said to be indestructible. 


There is someone else who is better than these two, who 
enters the three worlds and sustains all and is said to be the 
immortal God and the Supreme Soul. 


Because | am completely transcendent from the perishable 
dull world and superior to the indestructible soul, therefore | 
am known in the world and in the Vedas as Purushottama. 


Bharat ! The wise man who thus knows Me as the 
Purushottama in essence, the omniscient man constantly 
worships Me, Vasudeva, the Supreme Lord, in all ways. 


O sinless Arjun! Thus this most mysterious secret scripture 
spoken by me, knowing it in essence, man would become 
wise and grateful. 
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16 Th. Chapter 


. The Lord said: Complete absence of fear, complete purity of 
consciousness, constant firmness in meditation yoga for 
knowledge of the truth' and sattvic charity, repression of the 
senses, worship of the Lord, gods and teachers and conduct of 
good deeds like Agnihotra and reading the Vedas and 
scriptures Kirtan, endurance of suffering for the observance of 
one's own religion and simplicity of consciousness including 
body and senses. 


. Not to hurt anyone in any way with mind, speech and body, 
truthful and pleasant speech, not to be angry even with those 
who do one wrong, to renounce pride of being the doer in 
actions, not to condemn anyone Lack of attachment to objects 
even when they are in union with them, tenderness, shame in 
conduct contrary to the world and the scriptures and lack of 
vain attempts. 


. Brilliance, forgiveness, patience, external purity and the 
absence of enmity in anyone and the absence of pride of 
worship in oneself—all these, O Arjun! They are the 
characteristics of a man born with divine wealth. 


. Hey Parth! Arrogance, pride and arrogance as well as anger, 
harshness and ignorance - all these are the characteristics of a 
man born with demonic wealth. 


. Divine wealth is considered for liberation and demonic wealth is 
considered for bondage. Therefore O Arjun! Do not mourn, 
because you were born with divine wealth. 
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6. Hey Arjun! In this world, the creation of ghosts i.e. the human 
community is of two types, one is of divine nature and the other 
is of demonic nature. Among them, those of divine nature have 
been spoken about in detail, now you also listen to me in detail 
about the human communities of demonic nature. 


7. Men of demoniac nature do not know both instinct and 
renunciation. Therefore, they have neither outward and inward 
purity, nor excellent conduct, nor truthful speech. 


8. Those people of demonic nature say that the world is without 
shelter, completely false and without God, it is created 
automatically only by the union of man and woman, hence only 
lust is the reason for it. What else is there besides this? 


9. Those cruel people who do harm to everyone by relying on this 
false knowledge - whose nature is destroyed and whose 
intelligence is dull - are capable only of destroying the world. 


10. Those people filled with pride, pride and intoxication wander 
in the world taking refuge in desires that cannot be fulfilled, 
adopting false principles through ignorance and adopting 
corrupt practices. 

11. And they take shelter from innumerable worries that last till 
death, are ready to enjoy sensual pleasures and believe in the 
sense that 'there is only so much happiness’. 


12. Those people, tied with hundreds of nooses of hope, 
become dependent on lust and anger and try to accumulate 
wealth etc. unjustly for the sake of sensual pleasures. 


13. They think that | have achieved this today and now | will 
achieve this desire. | have this much money and yet it will 
happen. 

14. That enemy was killed by me and | will kill those other 
enemies also. | am God, the enjoyer of opulence. | am full of all 
accomplishments and am strong and happy. 
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15. & 16. 1am very rich and have a big family. Who else is like 
me? | will perform yagya, donate and have fun. In this way, the 
demonic people, who are deluded by ignorance and whose 
minds are confused in many ways, who are entangled in the 
trap of illusion and who are very attached to sensual pleasures, 
fall into the great impure hell. 

17. Those arrogant men, who consider themselves superior and 

are intoxicated with wealth and prestige, perform only nominal 

yagyas without hypocrisy and perform yagyas without the 
scriptures. 


18. Those people who are addicted to ego, strength, pride, desire 
and anger and who criticize others, are haters of the inner self 
present in their own and others' bodies. 


19. | put those hateful, sinful and cruel people in the world again 
and again in demonic forms. 


20. Oh Arjun! Those fools, without attaining me, attain the 
demonic stage in every birth, and then attain even the lowest 
state, that is, they fall into the most severe hells. 


21. Lust, anger and greed — these three types of hell destroy the 
soul i.e. take it to degradation. Therefore these three should be 
abandoned. 


22. Oh Arjun! A man freed from these three gates of hell behaves 
for his welfare, through this he goes to the supreme state i.e. 
attains me. 


23. The person who abandons the scriptures and behaves as per 
his wish, neither attains accomplishments, nor the ultimate path, 
nor happiness. 
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24. Therefore for you the scriptures are the only proof in this 
system of duties and non-duties. Knowing this, you are capable of 
doing only the work prescribed by the scriptures. 
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17 Th. Chapter 


1. Arjun said--O Krishna! What is the condition of those people 
who abandon the scriptures and worship Goddess Devadika with 
faith? Is it sattvik or rajasi or tamasi? 


2. Shri Bhagwan said - The faith of human beings which is 
devoid of classical sanskars and arises only from nature, is of the 
three types - Sattiki, Rajasi and Tamasi. You hear it from me. 


3. Hey Bharat! The faith of all human beings is according to 
their conscience. This man is full of faith, hence the one who has 
the same faith as the man, is also the same. 

4. Sattvik people worship gods, Rajasic people worship 
Yakshas and demons and other Tamasic people worship ghosts 
and ghosts. 

5. Those people who practice severe penance only as 
imagined in their mind, without the scriptures and are full of 
arrogance and ego and are also full of desire, attachment and 
pride of power. 


6. Know those ignorant ones who are going to weaken the 
community of ghosts in the form of the body and also Me, the 
Supreme Soul, in the consciousness, to be of demoniac nature. 


7. Everyone likes three types of food according to their nature. 
And similarly, Yagya, penance and charity are also of three types. 
Listen to these different insights from me. 


8. Those foods which increase life span, intelligence, strength, 
affection, happiness and love, are juicy, smooth and stable and 
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are dear to the mind by nature - such food items are dear to a 
Satvik man. 


9. Food items that are bitter, sour, salty, very hot, pungent, dry, 
inflammatory and cause sorrow, anxiety and diseases are loved 
by a Rajas man. 


10. The food which is half-cooked, tasteless, foul-smelling, stale 
and unhygienic, and which is also impure, is liked by a tamasic 
person. 


11. It is the duty to perform Yagya as prescribed by the 
scriptures - this is done by people who satisfy their mind and do 
not want results, it is Sattvik. 


12. But oh Arjun! The yagya that is performed only for the sake 
of arrogance or keeping the fruit in mind, consider that yagya as 
rajas. 


13. The Yagya which is performed as per the scriptures, without 
food donation, without mantras, without Dakshina and without 
faith is called Tamas Yagya. 


14. | Worship of Gods, Brahmins, Gurus and learned people, 
purity, simplicity, celibacy and non-violence - this is called 
asceticism related to the body. 


15. Which is non-aggressive, endearing, beneficial and 
accurate speech? And the practice of reading the Vedas and 
chanting the name of God is called penance related to speech. 


16. Happiness of the mind, peaceful feeling, nature of thinking 
about God, control of the mind and complete purity of the feelings 
of the conscience - this is how this penance of the mind is called. 
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17. The three types of penances mentioned above, performed 
with utmost devotion by yogis who do not desire fruits, are called 
Sattvik. 


18. The penance which is performed out of nature or hypocrisy 
for the sake of respect, honor and worship or for any other 
selfishness, that penance which has uncertain* and momentary 
results is called Rajas here. 


19. The penance which is done foolishly, out of stubbornness, 
with pain of mind, speech and body or to cause harm to others — 
that penance is called Tamasic. 


20. Giving charity is a duty - the charity which is given in sucha 
spirit towards the person who does not do any favor to the 
country, time and character of getting it, that charity is called 
Sattika. 


21. But the charity which is given before suffering and for the 
purpose of retribution or keeping the results in mind, is called 
Rajasic charity. 


22. The’ charity which is’ given’ without respect or 
contemptuously in an undeserving place and time and towards a 
deserving person, is called Tamasic charity. 


23. Om, Tatu, Satu-thus this three-fold Sachchidanandaghan 
Brahman is said to be the name; From him, in the beginning of 
creation, the Brahmanas and the Vedas and the sacrifices were 
created. 


24. Therefore, the actions of the best men who recite the Vedic 
mantras, prescribed by the scriptures, in the form of sacrifices, 
charity and penance, always begin by reciting the name of this 
Supreme Being. 

25. Tat, that is, all this belongs to the Supreme Being called 
‘Tat'--in this sense, various kinds of sacrifices, actions in the form 
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of austerities and actions in the form of charity are performed by 
men desiring welfare without seeking reward. 


26. ‘Sat'--Thus this name of God is used in the sense of truth 
and in the sense of superiority and O Partha! The word 'Sat' is 
also used in good deeds. 


27. And the state of Yagya, penance and charity is also called 
as 'Sat' and the work done for that God is definitely called as ‘Sat’. 


28. Hey Arjun! The havan performed without faith, the charity 
given, the penance performed and whatever auspicious action is 
done - all that is ‘untruth’ - it is called like this; Therefore he is 
neither beneficial in this world nor after death. 
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18 Th. Chapter 


. Arjun said: O mighty-armed one! O Intermediate One! O 
Vasudeva! | want to know the essence of renunciation and 
renunciation separately. 


. Kamya Karmoke! Renunciation is considered as renunciation 
and other thoughtful people call renunciation of the fruits of all 
actions as renunciation. 


. Many scholars say that only the actions are flawed and hence 
deserve to be renounced, while other scholars say that the 
actions like Yagya, charity and penance are not worth giving up. 
. O best of men, Arjun! Renunciation and renunciation, first of 
these two, hear my determination about renunciation. Because 
renunciation is said to be of three kinds, Sattvic, Rajasic and 
Tamasic. 


. Yagya, charity and penance are not worthy of renunciation, 
rather they are certainly a duty, because yagya, charity and 
penance — all these three deeds purify the wise men. 


. That's why O Parth! These sacrifices, donations and penances 
and all other duties must be performed by renouncing 
attachment and fruits; This is my decided best opinion. 


. (It is appropriate to give up the forbidden and lustful actions as 
per the form) but it is not appropriate to give up the prescribed 
actions* from the form. That is why giving up a person due to 
attraction is called Tamasic renunciation. 


. Whatever action there is, it is all in the form of sorrow - if 
someone gives up his duties due to fear of physical suffering, 
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then he does not get the fruits of his renunciation in any way by 
renouncing such rajas. 


9. Hey Arjun! The work prescribed by the scriptures, which is done 
as a duty and is done in the same spirit, by renouncing 
attachment and reward, is considered to be a_ sattvik 
renunciation. 


10. A man who does not hate unskilled actions and is not 
attached to skilled actions is a man endowed with the pure 
quality of Sattva, without doubt, wise and a true renunciant. 

11. Because it is not possible for any human being with a body 
to completely renounce all his actions; That is why it is said that 
the one who has renounced the fruit of his life is a renouncer. 


12. The deeds of people who do not give up the results of their 
actions definitely have three types of results after death, good, 
bad and mixed, but the deeds of people who give up the results 
of their actions do not get results even in any period of time. 


13. O  great-armed one! These five reasons for the 
accomplishment of complete karma have been mentioned in 
the Sankhya Shastra which tells the ways to end the karma, 
you should know them very well from me. 


14. In this matter i.e., the establishment of accomplishment of 
actions and the doer and different types of actions and different 
efforts of various types and similarly the fifth reason is Daivare. 


15. Whatever action a man does with his mind, speech and 
body, as per the scriptures or against it, these are the five 
reasons for it. 


16. But despite this, the person who, due to his impure intellect, 
considers only the pure soul as the doer in that matter i.e. in the 
happening of the actions, that ignorant person with impure 
intellect does not understand the reality. 


17. The person who does not have the feeling of “| am the doer” 
in his heart and whose intellect is not engrossed in worldly 
things and actions, that person, even after killing all these 
worlds, neither actually kills nor gets bound by sin. 


18. ‘Knowledge’, knowledge! And jneya* - these are the three 
types of action-inspiration and doer*, karan" and kriya* - these 
are the three types of action-collection. 


19. In the scripture which enumerates the qualities, there are 
only three types of knowledge, action and doer, by the 
distinction of qualities. Hear them also from me carefully. 


20. Know that knowledge by which man sees the one 
indestructible Supreme Self dwelling in all beings separately in 
equality without division as Sattvic. 


21. But the knowledge, that is, the knowledge through which 
man knows different types of emotions among all the beings, 
that knowledge. Rajas darling. 


22. But the knowledge which is completely attached to the body 
as a function and which is without logic, devoid of material 
meaning and insignificant — is called Tamas. 

23. The work which is prescribed by the scriptures and is free 
from the pride of being a doer and is done by a person who 
does not want the result, without love and hatred, is called 
Sattvik. 


24. But the work which involves a lot of hard work and is done 
by a person desirous of pleasures or by a person full of ego, 
that work is called Rajasic. 


25. The work which is started only out of ignorance without 
considering the consequences, harm, violence and power, is 
called Tamasic. 
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26. The doer who is free from attachment, does not speak words 
of ego, has patience and enthusiasm and is free from joy and 
sorrow in getting the work accomplished or not, is called 
Sattvik. 


2/7. The doer who is full of attachment, desirous of the fruits of 
his actions and greedy, has a nature of causing trouble to 
others, is impure and indulges in joy and sorrow — he is called 
Rajas. 


28. The doer who is illiterate, devoid of education, arrogant, 
cunning, who destroys the livelihood of others, who mourns, is 
lazy and long-winded, is called Tamas. 


29. Hey Dhanjhay! Now you Buddhika and Dhritika too, listen to 
me explaining in detail the three types of differences according 
to the qualities. 


30. Hey Parth! The intellect which accurately knows the 'Privritti 
Marg’ and the 'Nivruti Marg’, duty and non-duty, fear and fear, 
bondage and salvation - that intellect is Sattvik. 


31. Hey Parth! The intellect by which a human being does not 
know the reality of righteousness and unrighteousness and duty 
and non-duty, is a royal intellect. 


32. Hey Arjun! The intellect which is surrounded by the mode of 
Tamo, which considers unrighteousness as “this is Dharma” 
and similarly considers all other things as opposite, that intellect 
is tamasic. 

33. O Partha! The inviolable power of retention by which* man 
holds the actions of the mind, life-force and the senses through 
meditation yoga is called Dhriti Sattviki. 
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34. But, O Arjun, son of Pritha! The power of retention by which 
a man desiring the fruit holds Dharma, Artha and Kamas with 
utmost attachment is Rajasic. 


35. Hey Parth! The power of retention by which a person with 
evil mind does not leave sleep, fear, worry, sorrow and even 
madness, that is, the power of retention is Tamasic. 


36. & 37. Oh best of Bharat, now listen to me about the three 
types of happiness also. The happiness in which a seeker 
rejoices through the practice of bhajan, meditation and service 
and through which one attains the end of sorrow — such 
happiness, though it appears like poison in the beginning, but in 
the end it is like nectar; That is why the happiness that arises 
from the intellect's offerings related to God is said to be sattvik. 


38. The happiness that occurs due to the combination of objects 
and senses, although it appears to be like nectar at the first time 
of enjoyment, it is like poison in the end; That is why that 
happiness is called rajas. 


39. The pleasure which fascinates the soul during the time of 
enjoyment as well as in its outcome — that pleasure arising from 
sleep, laziness and carelessness is called Tamasic. 


40. There is no such entity in the earth or in the sky or among the 
gods or anywhere else, which is devoid of these three qualities 
arising from nature. 


41. The living entities are divided into different modes of material 
nature. O Parantapa! The karmas of Brahmins, Kshatriyas and 
Vaishyas and of Shudras are divided by the qualities arising from 
nature. 


42. Controlling the conscience, suppressing the senses, enduring 
hardships for the sake of religious observance, remaining pure 
from within and out, forgiving the transgressions of others,

keeping the mind, senses and body simple; Having faith in the 
Vedas, scriptures, God and the afterlife, studying and teaching the 
Vedas and experiencing the essence of God - all these are the 
natural duties of a Brahmin. 

43. Bravery, swiftness, patience, cleverness, not running away in 
battle, giving charity and possessiveness - all these are the 
natural deeds of a Kshatriya. 


44. Farming, cow rearing and correct behavior in the form of 
buying and selling*--these are the natural activities of a Vaishya. 
And serving all the varnas is also the natural duty of a Shudra. 


45. A person who is diligently engaged in his natural activities 
attains the supreme accomplishment of attaining God. Listen to 
the method by which a person engaged in his natural work attains 
ultimate success by doing his work. 


46. By worshiping that God from whom all living beings have 
Originated and from whom this entire universe is pervaded, 
through one's natural lust? Man attains ultimate perfection. 


47. One's own religion is better than someone else's religion, 
even if it is well practiced and has no qualities; Because a person 
does not commit sin while performing the duties prescribed by 
nature. 


48. Oh son of Kunti! Sahaj* action should not be abandoned even 
if it is flawed, because like smoke and fire, all actions are laden 
with some flaw or the other. 


49. Aman with an intellect free from attachment everywhere, free 
from desire and with a living consciousness would attain that 
supreme perfection of neskarmya by means of Sankhya Yoga. 


50. That which is the ultimate goal of Jnana Yoga, the non-action 
perfection, by which man attains Brahman, O son of Kunti! You 
understand me briefly. 
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51. TO 53. Endowed with pure intelligence and light, Sattvic and 
regular eater, renouncing words and other objects, enjoying 
solitude and pure country, restraining the consciousness and 
senses by Sattvic retention* and subduing mind, speech and 
body, passion- . A man who has completely destroyed hatred and 
takes refuge in firm detachment and who has renounced ego, 
strength, pride, lust, anger and attachment and who is constantly 
devoted to meditation yoga, devoid of affection and peaceful, 
deserves to be integrally situated in Sachchidanandaghan 
Brahman. 


54. Then that yogi, who is united in the Sattva-Dana-Dhana 
Brahman, with a happy mind, neither grieves for anyone nor 
desires anyone. Such a yogi, who is equal to all beings, attains 
My devotion to others. 


55. Through that supreme devotion, he knows me, the Supreme 
Soul, exactly as | am and as much as | am; And through that 
devotion, after knowing me from the essence, it immediately 
enters into me. 


56. A Karmayogi who is devoted to me, while always performing 
all the activities, attains the eternal, imperishable supreme 
position by my grace. 


57. By offering all actions to Me with the mind* and by adopting 
the Yoga of equal intelligence, be devoted to Me and constantly 
lock your mind in Me. 


58. By having your mind fixed on me in the above manner, you 
will easily overcome all difficulties by my grace and if you do not 
listen to my words due to ego, you will be destroyed, that is, you 
will be corrupted by charity. 
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59. If you are taking shelter of ego and believing that “I! will not 
fight’, then this determination of yours is false; Because your 
nature will force you into war. 


60. O son of Kunti! The work which you do not want to do due to 
attachment, you will also do it under the influence of your previous 
natural action. 


61. O Arjun! The innermost God is situated in the hearts of all 
beings, making them move by His illusion according to their 
actions. 


62. Oh Bharat! You take refuge in that God in every way. Only by 
the grace of that God, may you attain ultimate peace and the 
eternal supreme abode. 


63. In this way | have told you this most confidential knowledge. 
Now think carefully about this mysterious knowledge and do as 
you wish. 


64. You still listen to my most secret words, which are the most 
secret of all secrets. You are very dear to me, hence | will tell you 
these very beneficial words. 


65. Oh Arjun! You have my heart set on me, become my devotee, 
worship me and pay obeisance to me. By doing this you will attain 
me only, | make this true promise to you; Because you are very 
dear to me. 


66. Renouncing all religions, that is, all duties and deeds in Me, 
take refuge only in Me, the Almighty, the Supreme God! Come on, 
come on. | will free you from all your sins, do not grieve. 


67. At any time, you should not tell this mysterious sermon in the 
form of Geeta, neither to a person without penance, nor to 
someone without devotion, nor to anyone who has no desire to 
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listen; And | should never say this to someone who sees fault in 
me. 


68. The person who, having immense love for me, will speak this 
most mysterious Geeta Shastra among my devotees, he will 
attain only me - there is no doubt about it. 


69. There is no one among humans who does my favorite work 
more than him; And in the future, there will be no one more dear 
to me than him on earth. 


70. The person who reads the Gita Shastra in the form of dialogue 
between us in this religious manner, through him also | will be 
worshiped with the Yagya of Knowledge - this is my opinion. 


71. A man who hears this Gita-shastra with faith and without 
fault-finding will also be freed from sins and attain the best worlds 
of those who do good deeds. 


72. Oh Parth! Did you listen to this (Geeta Shastra) with 
concentration? And O Dhananjay! Has your attachment born of 
ignorance been destroyed? 


73. Arjun said — O Achyuta! By your grace my attachment has 
been destroyed and | have regained my memory, now | am free 
from doubt, hence | will follow your orders. 


74. Sanjay said--Thus | heard this wonderful, mysterious and 
exciting conversation between Shri Vasudeva and Mahatma 
Arjun. 


75. By the grace of Sri Vyasaji, having received divine vision, | 
heard this supremely secret yoga directly from Lord Krishna, the 
Lord of Yoga, Himself, telling it to Arjun. 
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76. Oh King! | feel happy again and again remembering this 
mysterious, beneficial and wonderful conversation between Lord 
Krishna and Arjun. 


77. Oh King! Remembering again and again that very unique form 
of Shri Hari, there is great surprise in my mind and | feel happy 
again and again. 


78. Oh King! Where Yogeshwar is Lord Krishna and where 


Gandiva-bow-wielding Arjun is, there is Shri, Vijay, Vibhuti and 
Achal Niti - this is my opinion. 


HARI OM TAT SAT. 
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‘Srimad Bhagavad Gita’ is the divine voice 
of Lord Krishna’ 


The Supreme Personality of Godhead, who is full of bliss, full of 
six wonders, worshiped by all beings. It is full of infinite mysteries. 
It is only by the grace of the most merciful Lord Krishna that the 
mystery can be understood in part. Only those who meditate on 
the Bhagavad Gita with supreme faith and pure devotion full of 
love can glimpse into some part of the nature of the Gita by 
directly experiencing the grace of the Lord. 


Therefore, it is proper for men and women who desire their own 
welfare to take the devotee Arjun as their ideal, listen to, meditate 
on, study the Gita with devotion, acquire divine qualities from 
Arjun and engage in the practice with due readiness as 
commanded by the Lord. 


Those who do this, their consciousness is constantly filled with 
new, unique and divine emotions that give supreme bliss, and 
they become completely pure in consciousness and soon attain 
God, tasting the nectar of God's supernatural grace.
